Need of Tennessee Purchase Ques- 
tioned—Trust Charged with Seeking 
a Monopoly of Pittsburg Coal.

WASHINGTON, June 7.—Judge Elbert 
Wi. Gary again appeared before the Stan- 
ley Committee to-day. It was perhaps 
the most important day he has spent with 
the committee since he began his testi- 
mony. Much new testimony came out, 
and many features of familiar stories 
were polished up and brought into sharp- 
er relief. Judge Gary also advanced an- 
other new principle of modern economics 
to be added to his proposal last week 
for governmental regulation of prices of 
products by a long and firmly established 
monopoly.. This was that there should 


be governmental regulation of banks to | 


prevent restraint of trade, an idea that 
developed from a discussion of the proba- 
bility that the Morgan banks in New 
York had put pressure on other banks 
having Tennessee Coal and Iron securi- 
lies as collateral to force the property to 
a sale to the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion. Judge Gary said that Mr. Morgan 
was the last man who should be accused 
of such an action, but that there should 
be governmental regulation to prevent a 
like contingency appearing. 

A dramatic incident was furnished by 
a casual remark of Chairman Stanley 
that he had it on the authority of a 
United States Senator that the Pittsburg 
Coal and Iron Company and the Monon- 
gahela Coal and Gas Company, which Is 
controlled the former company, 
selling coal at a loss to the United States 
Steel Corporation. Mr. Gardner at once 
demanded to know the name of the Sena- 
tor, as did Mr. Lindabury, counsel for 
Judge Gary. Mr. Stanley said he had no 
right to bring the name into the record, 
but was willing to tell Mr. Gardner or 
any member of the committee privately. 
But the demand for the name was re- 
newed so empiiatically that Mr. Stanley 
abruptly callea out: ‘‘ Mr. Hall, come 
forward.”’ 

Richard C. Hall, former President of the 
Pittsburg Stock Exchange and a man of 
wealth and business standing, took the 
oath and was told to tell what he knew 
of the transaction. He said that the coal 
company was. selling its steam coal at 
from $1 to $1.07 to the United States Steel 
Corporation, when it cost the coal com- 
pany $1.26 a ton, that is, $1.02 to mine it, 
and dividends and charges 24 cents addi- 
tional. This was done under a 2-year 
eontract, which the majority stockhold- 
ers had made. Some of the minority stock- 
holders, he said, had been ruined by the 
deal. : ate 

One stockholder, George I. Whitney, he 
said, a few years ago was enjoying an 
annual income of $360,000 a vear from his 
dividends, and last year was thrown into 
bankruptcy. Judge Gary remarked laugh- 
ingly that he hoped the Steel Corporation 
would not be charged with the bankrupt- 
ey of Mr. Whitney. 

Mr. Hall said that , . 
ending to sell 17,000 acres of the Pitts- 
Caer Coal Company’s coal lands to the 
Steel Corporation, and the great tonnage 
of coal now sent down the Ohio River 
would be diverted to the blast furnaces 
of the Steel Company in the West.

GOV. FOSS SUED BY BROKERS.

Cummings & Hubbard Say Commis- 
sions Are Due in Cotton Deals.

BOSTON, Mass., June 7.—Gov. Foss was 
sued to-day for $7,000 by Frank A. Cum- 
mings of Woburn and Ralph H. Hubbard 
of New York, composing the Boston brok- 
erage firm of Cummings & Hubbard. They 
alleged that Gov. Fcss owes them for 
commisions earned by carrying for him a 
large speculative account in cotton. 

The accounts carried by the Governor 
in the National Shawmut Bank and the 
New England Trust Company in Boston 
have been attached. 

According to the brokers whose action 
is one of breach of contract Mr. Foss has 
already paid to them in commissions the 
sum of $46,735. They claim that the en- 
tire amount of his indebtedness is $50,705, 
but that*he has refused to settle the re- 
maining claim of $3,979. The agreement 
Was apvrogated Feb, 28, 1911. 

The papers in the suit set forth that on 
every 100 bales bought or sold they were 
to receive a commission of $7.50. This 
would meaf.e the Government’s transat- 
tions in cotton through the single broke 
srage house amount to more than 675,000 
bales.

Five New Yorkers Involved—One Was 
to be General in Chief. 
WASHINGTON, June %7.—Five New 
York men of some prominence are said 
to be implicated in the alleged plot for 
the overturning of the present Govern-

63 DEAD, MANY HURT

Soldiers and Wives Trapped in 
Old Barracks in Earthquake— 
Heavy Rails Crush Shacks. 





NATIONAL PALACE CRACKED 





Old Churches, Belem Prison, and 
Some American Residences Suffer— 


Shocks Felt at Other Places.

MEXICO CITY, June 7.—The ihhabi- 
tants of Mexico City were thrown from 
their beds this morning at 4:24 o’clock 
by the most violent earthquake expe- 


rienced in this republic for twenty 


Thirty-seven dead and sixteen 
wounded have- been taken from the 
ruins of the old San Cosme Barracks, 
which were partly demolished. Reports 
place the total dead at sixty-three and 
the injured at several score. 

Electric communication was stopped 
while the shock lasted, and in the 
darkness the people were panic- 
stricken. The streets were filled with 
praying natives, calling on their patron 
saint, inamost cases to the Virgin of 
Guadeloupe, to save them from disas- 
ter. Six persons were killed and six 
wounded and two missing in the In- 
dianilla plant of the local tramways 
company. 

The streets are buckled up and bro- 
ken and the sidewalks are cracked in 
every direction. 

MEXICO CITY, June 7.—Sixty-three 
persons were killed and 75 wounded and 
property worth $450,000 was wrecked to- 
day by an earthquake which shook the 
Mexican capital and injected a note of 
tragedy into what was to be a day of 
pure rejoicing over the arrival of Fran- 
cisco I. Madero, Jr. When the work of 
searching the ruins is completed, it is 
possible\that the list of dead will be in- 
creased somewhat,: while in hiding are 
doubtless many wounded, who, with tra- 
ditional fear of the authorities and Gov- 
ernment hospitals, are anxious to evade 
discovery. The only foreigner known to 
have been hurt was a Chinaman, and 
little property of foreigners was damaged. 

It was 4:36 o’clock this morning when 
the first shock was felt. According to 
the Meteorological Observatory, the great- 
est intensity was reached at the end of 
the first minute, but the instruments con- 
tinued to record the shocks for fourteen 
minutes more. The disturbance was 
vacillating and almost free from trepi- 
datory motion. 

About half of the dead accounted for 
were soldiers. They were caught beneath 
the walls of the Artillery Barracks in San 
Cosma, near the Mexican Central Sta- 
tion. Twelve women, wives of artillerists, 
also lost their lives. At the city power 
plant of the street car company eight per- 
sons were killed and six wounded. Steel 
rails had been stacked in the fron and 
wood departments there and fell on 
shacks built alongside the structure.

Although the shock was plainly felt in 
all parts of the city few realized the mag- 
nitude of the catastrophe until later in 
the forenoon, because the casualties were 
confined to a comparatively small area 
and the people are accustomed to earth- 
quakes, which usually are harmless, 

The barracks building was an old struc- 
ture, but unlike many of the older edi- 
fices of the city its walls were thin. Sev- 
enty-two soldiers and the wives of many 
were sleeping in the house. About thir- 
ty-five of the soldiers were quartered 
on the first floor, the remainder on the 
second. 

The outer wall fell away, and the roof 
crashing down on the sleeping persons on 
the second floor hurled them through the 
ceiling on their comrades below. The 
bodies of thirty soldiers have been re- 
covered. Three are missing and sixteen 
are wounded, a few severely. Those who 
escaped began the work of rescue at 
once without spreading the alram for 
some trme. 

Three blocks from the barracks the 
vards of the Mexican Central Railroad, at 
which Sefior Madero had been scheduled 
to enter, presented another spectacle of 
the shock’s intensity. There a long wall 
separating these yards from those of the 
Mexican Ratiway was thrown down. An 
engineer who was lying under it was 
crushed to death. A warehouse of the 
Mexican Central was mostly wrecked. One 
wall and a portion of the building col- 
lapsed. About one-third of the round- 
house was torn down. No casualties were 
reported there. 

Police rcports did not record the death 
of any person of prominence. The vic- 
tims were those whose homes were in 
cheaply built houses or Shacks. In most 
cases the walls that fell had little power 
of resistance. 

The strength of the shock was felt 
only In the northwestern and the west- 
ern parts of the city. The most dam- 
age done was in that quarter known as 
Santa Maria, although cracked pave- 
ments and broken walls are found as 
ffir to the south as Colonia Roma, in- 
habited largely by Americans. In this 
quarter, however, Httle damage was done 
and no deaths have been reported. 

Cracks show here and there in pave- 
ments throughout the area affected, and 
now and then asphalt is buckled into 
ridges from three to five inches high. 
Walls of soft stone and adobe bricks fell 
in scores of places. In nearly all cases 
they tumbled into open yards or into 
streets that were bare of pedestrians. 

Cracks in Famous Buildings. 


The projection of the front wall of 
Belem Prison was thrown into the street. 
A long crack reaching from bottom to 
top also was made in the front wall of 
the prison. 

Two of the capital’s old churches and 
the National Palace show effects of the 
shock. Long cracks appear in all of 
them. In the palace a keystone in one of 
the arches was thrown almost out. The 
two churches are Santo Domingo and La 
Profesa, the latter in San Francisco

Ansonia Proprietor Wounded 
Three Times in Fight to Re- 
cover Letters He Wrote.

Actress and Friend Tried to Kill

SAYS JAPANESE HELD HIM 








They Were Servants in Next Apart 
ment—Accused Girls Call Him a 


“ Vindictive, Bad Man.” 





W. E. D.. Stokes, proprietor of the An- 
Sonia Hotel, at Seventy-third Street and 
Broadway, was found at 6. o'clock 
yesterday evening lying on the fourth 
floor the Varuna apartment house, 
Broadway and Eightieth Street, with bul- 
let wounds in his legs and a revolver in 
his hand. In an apartment on the same 
floor were two young women, Lilian 
Graham, a stage singer, and her friend, 
Ethel Conrad, in a state of intense agi- 
tation, while huddled in one corner were 
three Japanese men-servants. 

Stokes told the police that the young 
women had shot him, and they did not 
deny it. Later he issued a statement from 
the Roosevelt Hospital through his coun- 
sel that the young women had tried to 
blackmail him into a paying a large sum 
of money for certain letters of his. The 
police charged the Japanese with holding 
him while the girls toow shots at Mr. 
Stokes. 

The girls, on the other hand, after they 
had been taken to the West Sixty-eighth 
Street Police Station, said that Stokes 
had demanded from Miss Graham certain 
letters of his, which she had not thought 
it worth while to preserve, and that on his 
failure to get them he had seized her 
by the throat. Then Miss Conrad had 
rushed in from the bedroom, and started 
the shooting, which, they alleged, Stokes 
returned with the pistol he wrested from 
Miss Conrad. 

The Japanese professed absolute inno- 
cencé of the whole business. "They rep- 
resented themselves as being the chef. 
the butler, and an extra waiter empioyed 
by Patrick Casey, the vaudeville agent, 
who has an apartment on the same floor. 
They declared that they were harmlessly 
preparing a dinner which Mr. Casey pur- 
posed to give to his friends. and that 
they had naturally run out to see what 
was happening when they heard the 
shots. They denied that they had caught 
hold of Stokes while the duel. as the wo- 
men described it, was in swing. 

Bicycle Patrolman Andrew J. Tully of 
the Twenty-eighth Street Precinct was 
riding up Broadway about 6 o’clock in an 
automobile full of tired and happy 
phans, whom he was escorting home from 
their day. at Coney Island. A man 
rushed up to him and shouted that there 
had been a shooting in the Varuna apart- 
ment house. He jumped off and ran 
upstairs to the fourth floor. 

There he found Stokes 
banisters of 
from the legs. 


“ Women Shot Me,” Cries Stokes. 


“Two women shot me,” he cried to the 
patrolman. ‘‘ They’ve hit me three times. 
They’re in that apartment. Those Japs 
there held me while they plugged at me. 
I will explain everything later.”’ 

Tully noticed that Stokes had a revolver 
in hand, and took it from him. He went 
into the apartment pointed out, which was 
that belonging to Mr. Casey, and found 
Miss Graham and Miss Conrad in a hys- 
terical condition. He took them back to 
their own rooms at the end of the hall, 
and there he found on the mantelpiece 
another revolver. When he asked the 
girls what had happened Miss Grahagn 
would say nothing, but Miss Conrad ad- 
mitted that she had shot Stokes. 

The apartment which the girls occupled 
consisted of a large sitting room facing 
on Broadway, a bedroom, and a kitchen. 
It was in confusion, and littered over it 
were a number of pleces of torn letters. 
On the walls were a large number of 
photographs of actors and actresses, but 
as the girls had taken the rooms on a 
sub-lease only two weeks ago the police 
could not be certain whether these he- 
longed to thern or to the regular ten- 
ants. 

Meanwhile John Bloom, Superintendent 
of the apartment house, had run down 
from the tenth floor when he heard the 
shots and had found Mr. Stokes on the 
floor of the hall. He knew him person- 
ally, and before the ambulance for which 
Policeman Tully had sent could arrive 
he had him put in an automobile and 
sent home to the Ansonia. From there 
he was taken to the Roosevelt Hospital. 
but before he left Detective Devery saw 
him. Devery declared last night that 
Mr. Stokes had told him that his rea- 
son for going to the apartment of the 
young women was to get from them some 
letters. 

Half an hour after the shooting the 
young women were taken in a patrol 
wagon, with the three Japanese servants, 
to the West Sixty-eighth Street Station. 
There they were arraigned on the charge 
of felcnious assault. They appeared to 
be very much distressed by their situa- 
tion, and kept handkerchiefs before their 
faces, already almost hid by straw bon- 
nets of the latest fashion. Miss Graham, 
who was dressed in a smart blue suit, 


gave her pedigree without any fuss. She 
said that she was Lillian Graham, a 
singer, 22 years old. Tne only address 
she gave was 225 West Eighteenth Street 
and she denied that she had any one to 
whom she could appiy for assistance. 


Ethel Conrad Breaks Down. 
When it came to Miss Conrad's turn 
she broke down completely. - 
“T cannot tell you,’’ she sobbed as her 
mame was asked. Please don’t take it. 
I cannot tell vou. If my brother heard 


of it he would never forgive me. I could 
never go home again.” 

The Police Lieutenant questioned her 
with as much kindness as he could, ame 
then called the matron and bade her take 


of 


or- 


lying by the 
the stairs bleeding freely 
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the matron came back and said that the 
younger girl’s name was Ethel Conrad 
and her. age 18, and that she had given 
no occupation. 

Miss Graham had with her when she 
Was brought to the station $96, and Miss 
Conrad $17, which, according to custom, 
was taken in charge by the peraee. Nei- 
ther of the young women would make any 
effort last night to communicate with 
friends or to get bail. They could have 
asked to be sent before the Night Court, 
but they preferred to pass the night in 
the station house. For a time after they 


~. were taken to the matron’s room all they 


would say was: . 

‘‘He is a bad, bad man. He is @ vin- 
dictive, bad man. He tried to choke us. 

The matron asked them why they had @ 
revolver and they answered that as they 
were living alone they thought it neces- 
sary to protect themselves. 

Little by little, however, they told their 
story to the matron, and she could gather 
what their version of the shooting was.. 

Miss Graham, they asserted, at one time 
had lived at the Ansonia with a married 
sister. There she had made the acquaint- 
ance of Mr. Stokes and had received from 
him from time to time certain letters, 
none of which, she asserted, was of any 
particular significance one way or _ the 
other. She absolutely denied having kept 
them. She went to Belgium with her sis- 
ter to study singing and only returned 
about a month ago. Her sister is still in 
Europe, and she declared that she had 
not a single friend in this city. 


Tries to Get His Letters. 

Both the young women denied that Miss 
Conrad knew Mr. Stokes at all well. In 
some way or other, which has not been 
explained, the two girls met recently and 
went to live together in the Varuna. 
Then, they assert, Mr. Stokes began to 
try to get back his letters to Miss Gra- 
ham. For some reason he formed the 


idea that Miss Conrad had them, and he 
kept ringing her up to ask her to hand 
them over to him. She declared it was 
impossible, and so he came up to their 
apartment. 

Stokes, they declared, had seen Miss 
Graham alone. He had demanded the 
letters, and she had refused them. Then 
he took her by the throat and endeavored 
to choke her. 

Miss Graham called out and Miss Con- 
rad came out of the bedroom with the 
revolver in her hand. She fired at Stokes 
three times and hit him twice in the right 
leg. He turned from Miss Graham and 
sprang on Miss Conrad. He snatched at 
the revolver and wrested it from her. As 
he did so Miss Graham snatched up an- 
other. Stokes ran to the door of the 
apartment, and as he did so Miss Graham 
fired. Then, they allege, Stokes also fired 
at her. 

As Stokes ran out into the hall the three 
Japanese servants from the Casey apart- 
ment ran out. The girls called to them 
for help. According to what they told 
the matron, Stokes was beating them. 
One of the Japanese was too frightened 
to do anything but keep calling: 

. “What's the matter? What's the mat- 
er? ’’ 

The young women denied emphatically 
that the Japanese had held Mr. Stokes 
while they set on him. They might have 
grappled with him, as was natural, when 
they saw him struggling with two wo- 
men. 


Mr. Stokes’s Side of It. 
The version of what happened as given 
©ut by Terence J. McManus of the firm 
of Olcott, Gruber, Bonynge & McManus, 


170 Broadway, after a conference with 
Mr. Stokes at the Roosevelt Hospital, dif- 
fered from the story told by the young 
women. 

‘“‘Mr. A. H. Gleason, a friend of Mr. 
Stokes,’’ said Mr. McManus, “ who lives 
at the Ansonia, told me that Mr. Stokes 
had talked with him this afternoon a few 
minutes before he left his home and told 
him he was going to the Varuna to see 
@ woman named Ethel Conrad. 

*“‘Mr. Stokes said that he had been in- 
formed that Miss Conrad and Miss Gra- 
ham had in their possession certain let- 
ters that he had written to the latter sev- 
eral years ago. Mr. Stokes declared that 
he had no recollection of these letters, 
but that he could not be certain that they 
did not exist. He had met Miss Conrad, 
he added, through Miss Graham. 

‘‘“Mr. Stokes had received word this 
afternoon frcem Miss Conrad that the let- 
ters were all ready for delivery, and that 
Miss Graham had sailed for Europe in the 
morning on the Baltic. When he reached 
the apartment in the Varuna he was sur- 
prised by Miss Conrad locking the door to 
the hall as soon as he entered. He was 
etill more surprised io find that Miss 
Graham was also there. A revolver was 
in her hand, and pointing it at him she 
bade him sit down at the writing table 
and write out at once a check for $25,000 
as the price of the letters. 

“At first Mr. Stokes thought it was « 
bad kind of a joke and laughed. But the 
Graham woman declared that she would 
kill him if he did not do what she said, 
and fired two shots at him. They hit 
him iu the leg and he ran round the room 
to close with the woman. 

‘“‘“As he got near her she took delib- 
erate aim at his abdomen, but he was 
near enough before she could pull the 
trigger to grab her hand. He turned the 
revolver down and as it went off the 
bullet went through the skirt of his coat, 
but he escaped with nothing worse than 
a burned hand. Miss Graham saw that 
she was cornered and she called to Miss 
Conrad to help. 

‘“*“* Ethel, get your gun!’ 
‘Kill him! Kil] him!’ 

‘*Miss Corrad fired and her bullet 
Iedged in Mr. Stoke’s right calf. Mr. 
Stokes dragged himself, with Miss Graham 
clinging to him, toward ihe door, while 
Miss Conrad continued to fire. However, 
Mr. Stokes as far as he could, kept Miss 
Graham in front of him as a shield, and 
struggling with her made his way out into 
the hall. 

“The women shouted that Mr. Stokes 
was trving to kill them and the Japa- 
nese servants from Mr. Patrick Casey’s 
apartment ran out. ‘They sprarg on him 
and beat him black and blue. He has a 
bruise on his face and on the top of his 
head to prove it. A number of tenants 
ran out end Mr. £tokes requested them 
to call 2 policeman.” 

‘“* Mr. Stokes told.me that when he first 
entered the apartment he was told that 
Miss Conrad’s brother had come from 
New Orleans, and that she must have 
money last night in order that she might 
leave New York.”’ 

When Mr. McManus was asked about 
the allegation made by the young wo- 
men that Mr. Stokes had fired at them 
after he had wrested a revolver from 
Miss Conrad he declared that it was 
oN false that Mr. Stokes had fired 
at all. 

He also asked the police whether the 
District Attorney’s office had been no- 
tified, as would be the case in the event 
of a homicide, and was informed that 
that had been done. The young women 
will be arraigned to-day in the West 
Side Court. 


Asked a Job for Miss Conrad. 


The police made a thorough examina- 
tion of the young women’s apartment, and 
found there a letter of introduction Mr.

Mr. Stokes’s Lively Career. 


William Earl Dodge Stokes has been 
much in the newspapers in his life, both 
his domestic and his business career fur- 
nishing lively incidents from time to 
time. He is the son of the late James 


Stokes and the nephew and namesake of 
the philanthropic William Earl Dodge. 
His brothers are James Stokes and An- 
son Phelps Stokes, the bankers. 

Onlv a few months ago Mr. Stokes was 
married to a girl appreciably less than 
half his age. This was not his first mat- 
rin onial venture, however.. His first wife 
was Rita Hernandez de Alba de Acosta. 
After four vears she and Mr. Stokes part. 
ed stormily, she taking with her her 
four-year-old son. A year later'she di- 
vorced him. Nine years ago she married 
Capt. Philip Lydig. 

The second Mrs. Stokes was a Miss 
Helen Elwood of Denver, daughter of 
Mrs. Arthur Scott Miller. She had spent 
some time at the Ansonia, where she was 
studying music and French under the 
chaperonage of her sister, Mrs. W. O. 
Hendrix. Mr. Stokes and Miss Elwood 
motored over to Jersey City on Feb, 11 
last and were married there by the Rev. 
John kL. Scudder, a classmate of Mr. 
Stokes at Yale. 

In June, 1907, Mr. Stokes was sued by 
Lucy Randolph, a beautiful Kentuckian, 
for $4,500 for maintenance of her four- 
yearreld son. This suit was dismissed on 
the plaintiff resting her case on the 
ground that it had been improperly 
brought. , 

Mr. Stokes has shared other litigations. 
As trustee of the Phelps Mission, he sued 
to prevent its consolidation with the 
EKighty-fourth Street Presbyterian Church. 
This suit was dismissed in 1908, after lan- 
guishing in the courts for twenty years. 
The day before Mr. Stokes distinguished 
himself by buying for $25,000 the entire 
capital stock and all the bonds outstand- 
ing of the Chesapeake Western Railway 
Company, a road that had cost more than 
a million to build, and for which he was 
prepared to bid up to half a million. 

In the Fall of 1907 he was laughing up 
his sleeves at the naturalists. Three 
strange birds, referred to by the authori- 
ties as ‘‘snow geese,’’ were attracting 
profound interest in the swan pond of 
Central Park, when it got out that, in- 
stead of being exiles from the romanfic 
fastnesses of Labrador, the birds had 
been hatched in the Morristown back- 
yard of Homer Davenport, the cartoonist. 
They were produced, Mr. Stokes said, by 
the mating of an Egyptian goose with 
a wild duck from Winnipeg. After 
smuggling them into the pond he wrote 
grave notes of scientific inquiry about 
them to various scientists.

Street. It had been cracked by other 
earthquakes. This morning the cracks 
were widened and the building was or- 
dered closed. 

Three schools sustained considerable 
damage, but in none was there loss of 
life.

That part of the building which collapsed 
was far removed from the dormitory, 
but the children and their instructors fled 
into the streets clad only in night clothes. 
At Mascarones College, the most famous 
Jesuit institution in the republic, a long 
wall and roof extending all along an in- 
closed field collapsed. The third building 
damaged was the Government Normal 
School. 

The water mains of the city were not 
injured, and the light and power company 
suffered little inconvenience in operations. 
Some damage was done to street car 
tracks, but not enough to interfere with 
traffic, except on one line.

MANY RECORDS ARE MADE. 


Most Severe Shock in Years, 
Shown by the Seismograph. 


The Mexican earthquake was recorded 
in this city by the delicate instrument es- ' 
tablished at Fordham University to re- 
cord tremors wherever they may occur. 
At 6:11 o’clock in the morning the first 
movement of the earth was shown on the 
seismograph, and seven minutes later the 
main shock was well under way. The di- 
rection of the disturbance was from east 
to west, the same direction as the shocks 
at the time of the San Francisco disaster, 
although there were some slighter “ 
ments from north to south. P sie 

The distance of the disturbance was 
reckoned by Prof. Tiznan as about 2.000 
or 3,000 miles away, but it, was not till 
several fours later that the first definite 
intelligence of the earthquake reached the 
city. None of the cable or wire companies 


experienced any inconvenience from the 
disturbance. 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—Sels 
throughout the country were ieerell ot an 
early hour to-day by the most severe 
earthquake that has been recorded in 
several years. P 

Beginning at 6:07 o'clock this 
the needles of the selamographs or tre 
Georgetown University Observatory began 
to move. The tremors steadily increased 
in intensity, causing the needles to record 
an unusual vibration. The maximum of 
the north and south movement was 
reached at 6:22:05 o’clock, and lasted eight 
minutes, while the maximum of the east 
and west movement was recorded at 6:24 
o'clock, lasting ten minutes. The tremors 
died away at 7:51 o’clock, after one hour 
and forty-one minutes.

DOUGHERTY FORMS 
A SECRET SQUAD 


Members of It Will Live Among 
Criminals and Never Dis- 
close Their Identity. 


POLICE WON’T KNOW THEM 


—— | 











Deputy Commissioner Lectures His 
Men on Crime Detection—They 
Must Show Fitness or Quit. 





A score of detectives who never make 
arrests, seldom appear at Police Head- 
quarters, and are no more known to be 
policemen by their comrades than, it is 
hoped, they may be by the crooks with 
whom they will associate in the guise of 
fellow-gangsters, is to be created by Bec- 
ond Deputy Commissioner Dougherty in 
accordance with a plan which he outlined 
yesterday for cleaning uD the city. 

By the removal from his control of sev- 
eral minor squads and the responsibility 
for making gambling raids Dougherty 
will be enabled to devote his whole time 


to perfecting the work of the Detective 
Bureau in its fundamental function ‘of 
detecting crime. 

Dougherty summoned reporters and 
briefly went over his plans for the con- 
duct of the Detective Bureau. The secret 
squad is a most important part of his 
plan for fighting crime. Members of the 
squad will be selected for their ability to 
disguise their real character and affiliate 
with criminals to the extent, when need 
be, of. living with them, leading their 
lives, and submitting to arrest rather 
than reveal their identity. 

The Deputy Commissioner was careful 
to explain that it will be no part of the 
work of his new squad to keep watch 
on their brother detectives. Their whole 
energies will be devoted to criminals 
and their identity will be kept secret 
from other detectives merely to assure 


greater secrecy in their work among 
criminals. They will make no arrests 
for fear of discovering themselves to 
others than the man or men they are 
after, but after getting their evidence 
will report to Dougherty, and other de- 
tectives from the regular staff will be 
assigned to finish their work: 

Dougherty set at rest the rumor that 
the Detective Bureau was to be reduced 
in size. Instead, the Deputy Commission- 
er plans to take fifty more men into the 
bureau. Central Office detectives now as- 
signed to precinct work will be continued 
at these tasks, but a new system of re- 
ports will be inaugurated. 

Each detective in each precinct will 
make a daily report of the work he has 
done in the last twenty-four hours, to- 
gether with a description of the char- 
acter of the crime under investigation 
and such information about it as he may 
be able to furnish. These daily reports 
will show increases or decreases in crime 
wherever they may occur, and also will 
reveal the prevalence of crimes of cer- 
tain character. 

Wherever crime appears to be on the in- 
crease additional detectives will be sent 
from Headquarters, and wherever there 
may be an outbreak of crime of a cer- 
tain sort there a detective who is a 
specialist in that class of crime will be 
sent. 

A daily bulletin, based on the reports 
of detectives, will be printed and distrib- 
uted to each man so that every detective 
may keep in touch with the work of the 
whole staff. Dougherty believes’ that 
nearly every criminal has some distinctive 
style and that a close study of methods 
will often lead to the detection of a crim- 
inal against whom there may be no direct 
evidence. 

The detailed accounts of crimes under 
investigation may suggest to some detec- 
tive not to work on that particular case, 
the methods employed by a criminal of 
whom he has expert knowledge—a knowl- 
edge not possessed by the detective at 
work on the case, but which may be put 
at his disposal by the brother detective 
threuch the medium of the daily bulletin. 

In one cther particular the present work 
of the Detective Bureau will be changed. 
In future a Ceteciive will.be essigned to a 
certain clue in a case with orders to fol- 
low it to the end where it results in ar ar- 
rest or preves valueless. According to 
Dougherty, the most important clues are 
frequently overlooked in the rush of a 
squad of detectives, each to run down the 
criminal and get the honor of his arrest. 

In future each important case will be 
studied by some expert, perhaps Dough- 
erty himself, and then each detective’s 
work will be mapped out for him. To this 
extent he will no longer work on his own 
initiative, with the possibility of over- 
locking some point. 

Dovgherty said that in the last few 
davs he had had several squads of sleuths 
before him to whom he had given what in 
substance were lectures on detective 
work. Each man afterward will receive 
a fair trial, but only those who show fit- 
ness for the work will be retained.

Restored by Waldo—He Shot a Man 
Fie Found In His Home. 


Police Commissioner Waldo reinstated 
two men yesterday whom ex-Commis- 


sioner Cropsey had removed from the 
force. One of them was Matthew Mc- 
Grath, the hammer thrower, who shot a 
man he found in his Flatbush home and 
was tried for felonious assault and ac- 
quitted. The other was Lieut. John Lake, 
dismissed for sleeping on post in Habor A 
Precinct. 

McGrath, after his acquittal by the 
courts, was put on trial by Mr. Cropsey, 
and, despite his earlier exoneration, was 
dismissed. Lake was discovered asleep 
by ex-Deputy Commissioner Driscoll on 
last New Year's Eve. 


MOVE TO PENSION DEVERY. 


Bill Advanced In Senate—He Never 
Called Murphy “ Sport,” Either.

ALBANY, June 7.—" Big Bill”? Devery, 
to whom ex-Mayor Van Wycls referred as 
“the best Chief of Police New York ever 
had,” may receive a pension of $3,000 a 


year from the New York City Police fund 
if a bill introduced to-day by Senator 
Christopher D. Sullivan becomes a_ law. 
Devery joined the police in 1878. When 
the law of 1901 abolished the office of 
Chief of Police no provision was made for 
a pension for him, and he has not re- 
ceived one. 

Senator Brackett objected to advance- 
ment of the bill, saying ‘“ You boys are 
playing the game to the limit,” but finally 
let the measure go to the order of final 
passage, a 

‘“Devery does not need a_ pension, 
Senator C. D. Sullivan said after the ses- 
sion, “but this bill is to give him a vin- 
dication. If he gets the pension it will be 
devoted to charty.” 














“Big Bill” Devery rejoiced yesterday 
over the “‘ good news” from Albany. He 
was at his real estate office at 236 West 
Thirteenth Street, when he heard of the 
advancement of a bill to pension him. 

‘‘T think I deserve that pension of $3,000 
a year,” he said. “Since my retirement 
ten years ago I have never ceased to be 
under contract with city and State to 
protect their welfare. There have been 
no charges against me and I have not been 
dismissed or released from the service, 
What my friends are now trying to do for 
me in Albany is only that which should 
have been done at the time of my retire- 
ment. But Iwas ‘in wrong’ at that time, 
politically, and it was impossible. I am 
the only police officer of high rank who 
has been left unprovided after retirement, 
and the cause is one of political spite, 
purely spite. My record is above re- 
proach. = 

“This business is rather a sore subject 
with me. During all the time that I drew 
my salary $10 was deducted every month 
for the common pension fund. was 
crowded out and no provision was made 
for me. Subsequently the offices of Deputy 
Chiefs of Police were also abolished, but 
the men who lost these places got annual 
pensions of $3,500. I think it is about 
time I was getting what rightfully belongs 
to me. Bither they ought to give me a 
regular pension or I ought to be reim- 
bursed for all the money that I have sunk 
in the pension fund.”

SENATE PASSES BOXING BILL. 





Provides for Ten-Round Bouts Under 
Supervision of State.

ALBANY, June 7.—The Senate to-day 
Passed Senator Frawley’s bill establishing 
a State athletic association for the regu- 
lation of boxing and sparting. The effect 


of the bill if enacted will be to permit) 


professional boxing under State licenses, 
the exhibition being limited to ten rounds 
each and the contestants being restricted 
to the use of “gloves weighing at least 
eight ounces; that is two ounces each.” 
The usual weight of boxing gloves is 
four ounces each. Senator Frawley said

FIRE MARSHAL FOR STATE. 





Senate Passes Bill for Reform De- 
sired by the Companies.

ALBANY, June 7.—Senator T. D. Sulli- 
van’s bill creating the office of State Fire 
Marshal was passed to-day in the Upper 
House. It was recommended by the Mer- 
ritt investigating committee, which in- 
quired into the affairs of fire insurance 
companes last year. 

The Marshal is to be at the head of a 
bureau in the office of the State Super- 
intendent of Insurance. He is to be 
charged with the investigation of the 
cause of fires, and may call upon local 
Fire Marshals for assistance. The salary 
is placed at $4,000 a year, and provision is 
made for the appointment of a Deputy 
Marshal. 

The new bureau is recommended by rep- 
resentatives of nearly all of the fire in- 
surance companies as one of the steps to 


be taken by the State for the preventing 


of fires. 











TAMMANY PROPOSES 
UPSET IN ELECTIONS 


Levy Bill, Reported by Assembly 
Committee, Would VMiake Sweep- 
ing Changes in Laws. 








A BLOW AT INDEPENDENTS. 





Only Enrolled Voters Could Make 
Nominations and Petitions Could Be 
Vitiated—Signature Law for State.

ALBANY, June 7.—The Levy bill pro- 
viding for general changes in the present 
election law was reported favorably by 
the Assembly Judiciary Committee to- 
day. It is one of the most sweeping 
measures of its kind ever proposed to the 
Legislature. 

One feature which has Caused consid- 


| erable comment here is a provision which 


restricts to enrolled party voters the right 
to sign petitions for the independent nom- 
ination of candidates for any office. 

The bill extends the system of regis- 
tration throughout the State and makes 
it uniform, except in cities and villages 
of less than 5,000 inhabitants, where it 
ig | be the duty of the election officers 
to place on the register all voters who 
registered and voted at the previous elec- 
tion, even though they have not appeared 
personally to register. It provides for 
uniform days of registration throughout 
the State and fixes the fourth and third 
Friday and Saturday before election. 

The bill further provides for bi-partisan 
boards of election everywhere, chosen by 
the Boards of Supervisors, and makes 
such boards custodians of primary rec- 
ords. It provides for the extension of 
the system of supervision exercised in 
New York City by the State Superintend- 
ent of Elections throughout the State and 
for three such officialg to do the work. 

It also extends the provisions of the 
signature law now applied in New. York 
City only, so as to make it State-wide 
in its application. 

The bill makes it unlawful for the name 
of a nominee to appear in more than one 
place on a ballot, thus virtually shutting 
off the advantage of a candidate who has 
received the indorsement of more than 
one party. In the matter of petitions for 
independent nominations it provides that 
if 5 per cent, of the names appearing on 
such a petition should be found fraudu- 
lently obtained, the petition shall be void. 
The unsupported affidavit of a person 
whose name appears on a petition that he 
has not signed would be sufficient evi- 
dence to establish the fact. 

“This bill is in the interest of honest 
elections,’’ said Mr. Levy, in commenting 


on it. ‘It will prevent election frauds 
or at least minimize them, and ig designed 
and drawn in accordance with pledges 
in our party platform. I am certain it 
will be indorsed by the Democratic State 
organization, and it should have the sup- 
port of every Democrat in the Legisla- 
ture.”’

willing to risk his own fortunes for 
others ”’ 

Here Judge Gary said he thought there 
was need of Government control of bank- 
ing in restraint of trade, but added that 
there was just as much danger to-day of 
the Government going too far, and that 
there should be protection of business and 
property. 

‘Do you believe,’’ asked Mr. Littleton, 
“that when a concern has come to con- 
trol 60 per cent. of the business in which 
it is engaged that it should come auto- 
matically into Government ownership? 

‘“*I do not believe in Government manh- 
agement,’’ replied Judge Gary. 

A Ilttle further on Judge Gary pro- 
nounced the action of President Roosevelt 
in not objecting to the purchase of the 
Tennessee Coal and Iron Company as an 
act of ‘‘ real constructive statesmanship. 

‘*You mean it was constructive states- 
manship for the United States Steel Cor- 
poration,’’ suggested Mr. Littleton sar- 
et eg 

‘No, I don’t think so,”’ answered Judge 

ary. 

‘The President’s consent was both de- 
structive and constructive,’’ interposed 
Chairman Stanley. ‘‘It was destructive 
of the law, and it was constructive for 
the Steel Trust.’’ 

‘‘Y don’t think it was destructive of the 
law in any respect so long as our output 
was down to 60 per cent. of the entire 
output of the country.”’ 

When Mr. Gardner began his ques- 
tions, he quoted from Mr. Schley’s testl- 
mony before the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee, when he said that if he could 
have borrowed $5,000,000 or $6,000,000 he 
would have been happy, and then pointed 
out that, notwithstanding, this would 
have saved the firm from an assignment. 
The United States Steel Corporation, he 
said, paid in $84,000,000 to buy a property 
it professed not to want and bought it 
at a price twice what it thought it was 
worth. Mr. Gardner said that accord- 
ing to testimony heretofore given, the 
Tennessee Coal and Iron Company “ had 
smalipox,’’ and the rumor of it flew from 
bank to bank.

On his suggestion to- 
day, ex-State Bank Examiner Clark Will- 
iams and United States Bank Examiner 
Hanna will be called before the commit- 
tee to testify as to the charge that the 
Morgan banks ‘“inoculated’’ the Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron stock with ‘‘ small- 
pox ’’ and forced the conditions that made 
it possible for the United States Steel 
Corporation to ecquire the Tennessee Coal 


and Iron Company in violation of the 
Sherman act. 


Iron Ore Rebate Prosecutions, 

The attention of the Department of Jus- 
tice having been called to an interview 
with Mr. Stanley in regard to the viola- 
tions of the Inter-State Commerce act 
by the United States Steel railroads on 
Lake Superior and at the lake terminals, 
the department gave out a statement to- 
night in regard to the pending proseou- 
tions in those cases. It said in part: 

“The Minnesota ore roads are defending 
& complaint pending wpefore the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission, which is set 
for argument this week. 

“As to the terminal roads, eleven Indict- 
ments with 109 counts were returned 
against their officials by the Federa! 
Grand Jury at Cleveland some eight 
weeks or more ago. 

There were four rebatingand seven con- 
spiracy indictments cnarging violation of 
the Elkins act and of the conspiracy law 
by the Pennsylvania Company, the Lake 
Shore Railroad Company, the New York 
Central, the St. Louis Railroad Company, 
the Bessemer & Lake Erie Railroad Com- 
pany, and by @ number of individuals 
connected with the railroad companies 
and with certain docking companies. 

The railroads are charged with giving 
rebates on iron ore shipped, principally 
by steel companies, from Cleveland to 
points in Pennsylvania during a consid-" 
erable period. The Government contends 
that the railroads are guilty of rebating 
from a certain tariff in a way to make 
it absolutely uncertain what the freight 
rate upon any particular shipment would 
be, and the {individuals connected with 
the dock oer aeagg are charged with con- 
spiring together and with the railroads 
and their officials to bring this about.” 


CALLS GARY PLANT A FAILURE. 


R. C. Hall Tells Committee the Corpo- 
ration Has Wasted $80,000,000 on It.

RABIES QUARANTINE GOES ON. 


New Rochelle Residents Incensed 
Over a Report Sent to Albany. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEW ROCHELLE, N. Y., June 
Residents of Allard, Drake, and Woodland 
Avenues are greatly incensed over the 
action of Dr. Edwin H. Codding, the 
Health Officer, in reporting an alleged 
case of rabies to the State Department of 
Agriculture, which they believe will have 
the effect of continuing the rabies quaran- 
tine which has existed since last Novem- 
ber. 

The case in question is that of a spaniel 
owned by James O’Brien, a chauffeur of 
30 Allard Avenus, which bit his fourteen- 
year-old son on Saturday. The dog died 
that night. On the advice of Dr. James 
F. Manning, who treated the boy, and of 
Dr. Codding, the dog’s brain was sent to 
the Willard Parker Hospital for exam- 
ination. | 

The report which reached Dr. Codding 
yesterday showed that the dog had negri 
bodies. Dr. Codding therefore’ reported 
the case to the Department of Agriculture 
as rabies. The boy is under treatment at 
the Willard Parker Hospital. O’Brien 
cannot afford to pay for the treatment, 
and will ask the Health Department to 
stand the expense. 

O’Brien and his neighbors believe the 


dog did rot have rabies. O’Brien attend- 
ed a mass meeting of the New Rochelle 
S. P, C. A. the other night, at which an 
eminent veterinarian of New York City 
stated that negri bodies, which are said 
by some to be the cause and by others to 
be the effect of rabies, are found in the 
brains of all the lower animals, healthy 
or diseased.

REBEL HEROINE AT STATION 





Diaz’s ConqueroBelieves the Revolu- 
tion Means a New Era of Free- 
dom for All Latin America.

MEXICO CITY, June 7.—In the desire 
to see and cheer the man who directed 
the most far-reaching movement that 
has ever changed political conditions in 
" Mexico, crowds to-day formed in solid 
masses along the railroad from the sub- 
urbs, two miles away, to the Colonia 
Station, filled the huge trainshed and 
yards, and packed both sides of the 
streets leading from the station to the 
National Palace, a distance of more 
than a mile. 

It was with the greatest difficulty 
that solid lines of soldiers were able to 
preserve a lane down the broad Paseo 
de la Reforma for the passage of the 
Madero procession. 

Never before in the history of Mexico 
had the desire to see any spectacle in- 
duced sufficient temerity for the scaling 
of the lofty statues of Columbus and 
Carlos IV., but to-day the huge bronze 
castings presented a strange sight. 
They were swarming with humanity, 
who held their dangerous positions of 
vantage for hours in the full blaze of 
the tropical sun. 

After meeting President de la Barra 
in the National Palace: immediately 
after his arrival, Francisco I. Madero, 
Jr., the members of his family, and a 
few of the more intimate friends of the 


| 


party were driven to the Madero resi-. 


dence. 

To-night the revolutionary leader and 
his party are the guests of President 
de lea Barra at the palace. From the 
towers of the Cathedral across the 
square fireworks of most elaborate de- 
sign are flying skyward in honor of the 
national hero’s homecoming, and the 
crowded square below is echoing the 
‘Viva Madero! ” that has been shouted 
continuously for the past six days from 
the northern frontier to the capital. 

His coming had been heralded far in 
advance, and at,every station Mexico’s 
man of the hour was cheered by dense 
throngs of enthusiastic persons. At 
Leon, Guanajuato, five hours before the 
arrival of his train solid lines of Ma- 
derist cavalry were kept busy control- 
ling the crowd, which had walked out 
to the station, two miles distant, before 
the street cars began to run. Before 
7 o’clock every coach, delivery wagon, 
dray, and street car in the town had 
been pressed into service to carry those 
who wished to welcome the victor of 
Juarez. Flowers banked in tall wooden 
towers, arches massive and imposing, 
flags and streamers flying from every 
available point on the huge grand 
etands and station buildings formed 
oniy a part of the welcome to the little, 
earnest man, who bowed and smiled 
from the rear platform as the train 
pulled through a solidly packed mass 
of humanity, kept from under the 
wheels only by a phalanx of sturdy 
troopers. 

When two blasts from the locomotive 
tore their way rudely through the 
strains of the national hymn, every voice 
went up in protest, asking for just an- 
other word from the man for whom the 
shouters were willing to die. Despite 
his hoarseness the ‘bon Francisco,” 
who has been Honized as no Mexican 
ever before, again began to speak. 

What an instant before had been a 
deafening roar of “ vivas,” changed to 
a complete hush as the leader told the 
people that his life was a small thing 
to risk for the liberty of a nation. He 
called attention to the uselessness of 
his task had he not had the support of 
his brave soldiers and the moral sup- 
port of the Mexican people. 

Promises Leon Will Be Good. 


A speaker, in welcoming Madero to 
Leon, expressed regret that his city had 
recently been the scene of violence on 
the part of a thoughtless mob, but said 
that in reparation the patriotic citizens 
promised to make Leon a model of law 
and order in the future. 

Like water closing in behind a swift- 
ly moving vessel, the people overflowed 
the tracks as the train pulled out and 
Francisco I. Madero stood bowing on 
the platform until the last of the many 
who ran after the train had been out- 
distanced. 

The only untoward incident of the 
stop at Leon was the falling of a part 
of one of the specially built grand 
stands alongside the track. Apparently 
no one was hurt, and the accident did 
not seem to detract from the volume of 
the ‘“‘ vivas.”” No stops were made until 
Silao was reached, but to practically 
every telegraph pole streamers had been 
nailed, and every few minutes a group 
of persons would be waiting by the 
track to extend their welcome to the 
leade;. 

At Silao the train had to stop re- 
peatedly to clear the track of the crowd 
which gathered, regardless of the dan- 
ger from the oncoming wheels. 

When the train was still some dis- 
tance from the station and surrounded 
by cheering throngs there was a whirl 
of dust in the vicinity of the station 
and the “ vivas”’ for Madero, mingled 
with “vivas” for Candido Navarro, 
who at the head of a band of cavalry 
had dashed up. In a few minutes Ma- 
dero and one of his most active chiefs 
grasped hands. 

At Irapuato the joy of the people at 
‘the presence of the man who over- 
threw Diaz’s political machine did not 
restrain them from following their cus- 
tom of meeting the train with small 
baskets of strawberries, which, after 
the crowd had listened to Madero’s 
words, were offered for sale. 

The decorations, the “‘ vivas,” the vol- 
leys from firearms in the hands of the 
Maderist force of the neighborhood at 
Trapuato and Salamanca were repeti- 


[away from the middle of the interna- 
tional bridge at the border to reveal 
behind it the huge letters telling that 
the name of the city had been changed 
from “ Ciudad Porfirio Diaz” to ‘“ Pie- 
dras Negras.” When it was possible at 
Celaya for the party on the special car 
to get through the crowd that had list- 
ened to Madero's talk at the station, 


palace, where Madero, despite his in- 
flamed throat, repeated his thanks for 
the support the people had given him. 

Madero’s Tribute to Spaniards. 

When the city officers had paid their 
respects, the entire party proceeded to 
a banquet given in honor of the leader 
by Eusebio Gonzalez, a Spanish resi- 
dent. Two hundred guests listened to 
Madero in reply to his host when he 
paid a tribute to Mexico's Spanish col- 
ony. He said that the republic was in 
debt to the Spaniards, not only for the 
blood that- flowed in the veins of her 
sons and for the language they spoke, 
but for the development of a large per- 
centage of her natural resources, and 
that his endeavors would always be di- 
rected to helpitg and assisting them in 
their industry. At Celaya, the famous 
police band, coming out from Mexico 
City on a special train, met the south- 
bound party and serenaded it. 

While it was expected in Queretaro 


before night, enterprising citizens, fear- 
ing a possible delay, had arranged elec- 
tric displays about the front of the 
station, which brilliantly illuminated 
the great station yard, crowded with 
thousands of persons, who greeted the 
delayed train. 

Although it was midnight when San 
Juan del Rio was reached, representa- 
tive citizens of the countryside were 
waiting and a banquet for 100 persons 
was ready to be served. During the 
night the train made no stops, but glid- 
ed carefully after a pilot train, which 
sought out the way ahead. The ova- 
tions did not cease during the night, and 
as day broke and the capital came near- 
er and nearer, the crowds along the way 
grew thicker and thicker until at last 
the train, now abnormally long from 
having taken on the special cars that 
had brought out Dr. Francisco Vasquez 
Gomez and other prominent men, en- 
tered the trainshed at the Colonia Sta- 
tion. 

It seemed to be a grand review of all 
that had gone before. All the people, 
all the music, all the “ vivas,’’ and all 
the noise seemed to have been picked 
up at each passing station and concen- 
trated at the journey’s end. 

Nearly an hour passed before the oc- 
cupants of the private cars could leave 
them, so densely was the place filled 
with people. Then, stretching in two 
solid lines on either side of rows of 
soldiers, crowds jammed the line of 
march from the station to the National 
Palace. Through the wildly cheering 
thousands the man from Coahuila, who 
defeated a powerful Government, bowed 
and waved his hat to those who show- 
ered him with flowers, or who joined in 
the riot of enthusiastic cheers and wav- 
ing handkerchiefs. 

The great square in front of the Na- 
tional Palace was a mass of humanity, 
gathered to get just one glimpse of the 
face the reproduction of which has for 
weeks been everywhere. 

Mexico had paid her highest tribute 
to the man who has promised her lib- 
erty in the sense in which it is under- 
stood north of the Rilo Grande. 





INTERVIEW WITH MADERO 





Mexican Door to Stay Open—No 
Propaganda to Get Votes. 
Special Cable to THE NEW YORK TIMES. 

MEXICO CITY, June 1%.—‘‘ Circum- 
stances are such,” said Francisco I 
Madero on board his special train just 
before his arrival in Mexico City to- 
day, “‘ that I will have to take an act- 
ive part in many of the affairs of the 
provisional Government. My knowl- 
edge of the country and the men of 
greatest ability who can be trusted 
makes my active co-operation with 
President de la Barra necessary, espe- 
cially since Sefior de la Barra has been 
serving his country abroad for many 
years. 

** Mexico for the Mexicans, to the ex- 
clusion of foreigners or in the sense of 
any discrimination in matters of busi- 
ness, would be an awkward plank to 
try to force into my platform, which 
I am trying to make broad and just. 
Statements in American papers to the 
effect that the open door is to be closed 
an inch or two are entirely in error.” 

Before discussing further questions 
which had been asked by THE TImeEs 
representative, who sat opposite him in 
the car, it was necessary for Madero 
to stop long enough to treat his throat, 
which was not proving equal to the 
task of speaking hundreds of times a 
day. In hardly above a whisper he con- 
tinued: ‘ 

“You asked if I considered Gen. 
Reyes a menace to the peace of the re- 
public. I cannot say that I do. No, I 
do not think he is a menace in any way 
to peace in Mexico. There has been 
nothing in what Gen. Reyes has said or 
done to indicate that he is inclined to 
do anything other than help forward 
the best interests of the republic. 

‘ But the purposes of certain other in- 
dividuals in the country have given me 
much concern. That there are some 
members of the so-called Cientificos 
who have plotted against my welfare, 
there seems to be no reason to doubt. 
There must be some cause for this at- 
tempt to prevent the light being turned 
into some dark places. 

“In my effort to permeate Mexico 
with honesty that will reach into every 


i branch of her activity I expect great aid 


from the press, which is to be untram- 
melied regardless of affiliations a paper 
has or may have had in the past. 

“The report that I was to support my 
own campaign or have any personal in- 
terest in any newspaper is not correct. 
I feel that the public in Mexico are 
aware by this time as to what manner 
of man I am, and I will undertake no 
propaganda with a view to obtaining 
votes. I may visit points in the interior 
in case it is necessary to aid in the work 
of pacifying the country, but the devel- 
opments of the past few days lead me 
to believe that this will not be neces- 
sary.

thur P. Butman of Washington, Congress- 
man Frank B. Plumiey, Judge Elmer 
B. Adams of St. Louis, United States Cir- 
cuit Judge, appointed by former President 
Roosevelt; Dr. Kenyon u.. Butterfield, 
Amherst, Mass., President of the Massa- 
chusetts Agricultural -College; Albert E. 
Roberts of New York City, International 
Secretary of the Young Men's Christian 
Association, and Dean Charles F. Emer- 
son and Prof. Homer E. heyes of Dart- 
mouth College. 

More than 600 diners were seated at the 
table in Gates Opera I1ouse. 

Each guest seated at the tables was 
presented with a gun-metal bas relief of 
the former President made from a special 
die, which was copyrighted by the com- 
mittee. Col. Roosevelt was presented by 
the committee with one of the badges 
made of solid gold. 

Col. Roosevelt said in part: 

“As a we have made much 
greater progress in the amassing of 
wealth than in its proper distribution. 
We cannot afford to lose the power oft 
individual initiative which is so distinctly 
American. Our ideal must be the attain- 
ment of economic conditions in which man 
shall have a living wage and in which 
each child shall be so trained that he or 
she can start in life on equal terms un- 
helped by special privilege himself and 
unhampered by special privilege in others. 

‘“We need everywhere in this country 
thoroughly efficient factory inspection 
laws, workmen’s compensation acts, and 
laws for the protection of women and 
children who work, and I wish to see 
every church and every organization like 
the Y. M, C. A. turn itself into an or- 
ganization for social service and _ inci- 
dentally to put upon the statute books 
the best possible laws of this character. 

‘Tt is our important duty to see that 


people 


engaged in industrial or agriculttiral pur- 
suits shall live and work under condi- 
tions that tell for self-respecting citizen- 
ship. Therefore we must train our chil- 
dren as they should go, and I need hard- 
lye say if there are not plenty of 
healihy children, brought up under such 
conditions that they will turn out good, 
brave, strong men and women, then our 
civilization will go down. It is much 
easier to devise methods for remedying 
conditions in the city than in the coun- 
try, but we cannot longer afford not to 
turn our attention to the county. Ver- 
mont is typical of the Union in the way 
in which it has allowed its country dis- 
tricts to lag behind. If the process con- 
tinues to a sufficient extent it will work 
literally irreparable harm. 

‘‘Not only must the farmer have the 
best practical application of scientific 
knowledge in the management of his 
farm, but he must be able to combine 
with his fellows in marketing his goods, 
and, moreover, in addition, to-putting the 
farm on a paying basis there must be a 
steady effort to increase the social op- 
portunity of those who dwell in the open 
country, both the church and organ- 
izations like the Y. M. C. A. paving an 
abounding field for usefulness in working 
along theSe lines.”

A STIR OVER ROOSEVELT 





He and Taft, However, Are Friendly, 
but. Not Politically Close—More 
Denials from the Colonel.

WASHINGTON, June 7.—Since Senator 
Jonathan Bourne went to Boston in April 
to arrange for the formal launching of 
the La Follette boom for President— 
which has not yet been brought about— 
the insurgents have encountered many 
and serious. obstacles both as to getting 
their plans and candidate before the} 
country and in getting together on a plan 
and candidate among themselves. As far 
back as March something like a pro- 
gramme had been agreed on, but prog- 
ress since then has consisted chiefly of 
a series of postponements, varied by a 
series of tactical modifications. 

The unauthorized publication from 
Washington this morning of a story that 
Col. Roosevelt had in private strongly 
indorsed President Taft for re-nomination 
dealt the insurgents a blow from which 
Col. Roosevelt’s vigorous denials in in- 
terviews last night and to-day and in 
telegrams has not yet enabled them to re- 
cover. On top of this comes a circum- 
stantial report that Mr. Cummins of 
Iowa—perhaps the most prominent of the 
progressive Senators—will not try to 
throw the Iowa delegation to the Wiscon- 
Gin radical, and that before or after the 
nomination he will side openly with the 
Administration ticket. 

Republican leaders have long noticed 
that Mr. Cummins seemed somewhat res- 
tive under the increasing activity of Mr. 
La Follette’s rather mythical leadership 
of the proyressive wing. Indeed, he is 
known to have entertained Presidential 
aspirations, though he is supposed to real- 
ize the futility of pressing them at this 
uncture. Neither his disapproval of Mr. 
a Follette’s extreme radicalism nor his 
own ambition, however, is the explanation 
now advanced for his alleged desertion 
of the progressive campaign; rather it 
lies in purely local considerations. 

Mr. Cummins’s colleague, Mr, Kenyon, 
is unquestionably a radical, but he comes 
fresh from the post of Assistant Attor- 
ney General under the Taft régime, 
where he handled ‘‘ trust busting” prose- 
cutions. He is @ Taft follower without 
qualification. He comes up for re-election 
in 1912, and in his campaign will neces- 
sarily®* throw his strength beneath the 
Taft banner. Mr. Cummins, hesitating to 
split the party, is unlikely to oppose him. 
The Iowa delegation, then, is likely to 
be solid for Mr. Taft. With these two 
insurgent Senators and the _ insurgent 
State of Iowa for him, and with such a 
Roosevelt radical as Mr. Stimson in his 
Cabinet, no one here believes that Mr. 
Taft can fail of the nomination. 

The place of the alleged and then denied 
Geclaration of Mr. Roosevelt for Mr. Taft 
just now is more interesting than im- 
portant. That story went out without 
‘ authorization from Washington last night. 
Persons close to Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. 
Taft know well that all along there has 
been a continuance of the old good per- 
sonal feeling between the two men. Let- 
ters are constantly exchanged, and the 
obviously cordial greeting the President 
gave “‘ Theodore”’ at Cardinal Gibbons’s 
jubilee yesterday was but an incident in 
their friendship. But on political affairs 
their letters are silent and are likely to 
remain so. 

Meanwhile politicians here are waiting 
with interest for the insurgent pronuncia-~ 
mento that is expected to accompany the 
formal announcement of Mr. La Follette’s 
candidacy. There is certainly a great 
doubt in the insurgent mind as to some 
planks in their preliminary platform, and 
the troubles they are having with reci- 
procity may well explain them. Added 
to this is the foreknowledge that as a 
faction they cannot control the Republi- 
ean Convention, and there is no knowl- 
edge like that for dampening enthusiasm 
and

Declares Colénel Has a Genlus for 
Changing His Attitude. 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—In presenting 
to the Senate his final plea in support of 
the election of Senators by direct vote 
of the people, Senator Ravner of Mary- 
land to-day once more paid his respects 
to Col. Roosevelt. He remarked that he 
and the former President seemed to agree 
in their advocacy of this policy, but ex- 
plained that when he was on a platform 
he staved on it, while Col. Roosevelt had 
“the peculiar faculty "’ of getting on and 
‘off platforms with alacrity. 

‘‘No other individual in the United 
States has the genius that he has in this 
connection,’’ said Mr. Rayner. ‘He can 
make a statement one day and absolutely 
deny it the next, and people seem to be- 
lieve him both times. He can make a 
speech upon the platform of a railroad 
train, where the stations are only a mile 
apart, and recant at one station what he 
had Said at the station he had just passed; 
he can stand upon two political platforms, 
each radically differing from the other, 
and then deny that. he stood upon either 
of them.’’ , 

Mr. Rayner declared that Col. Roose. 
velt obtained his promise to maintain his 
position on the railroad rate bill and then 
changed overnight “You must. die 
where you Stand,’’ the Colonel was quoted 
as saying to him. 

“The next. day when the vote was 
taken,’ said the Senator, ‘I stood to my 
colors and died where I stood. Just as I 
was about dying, however, I lcokea 
around for the President, who had prom- 
ised to die with me, but he had neither 
died nor retreated. On the contrary, I 
never saw anyone more constructively 
alive. Under the gentle guidance of the 
junior Senator from Massachusetts he 
had slipped away during the night while 
we were all slumbering, and there he 
stood, it is true, with the colors in his 
hand, but they were the colors of the op- 
position; and when I returned to life and 
met him a short time afterward the only 
explanation I received for this manoeu- 
vre, unparalleled in point of strategy upon 
the pages of political history, was his re- 
mark to me: ‘ Well, you all died a glort- 
ous death. I was so sorry I could not be 
‘with you.’ ”’

WASHINGTON, 7 





June 7.—Bitterness of 
political debate such as has not charac- 
terized any of the opening tariff skir- 
mishes of the present session of Congress. 
cropped out in the beginning of the wool 
‘ariff discussion in the House to-day. 

Mr. Underwood, Chairman of the Ways 
Ana Means Committee, in an attack upon 
the Payne tariff law and the Republican 
Party, was met at almost every stage 
of his argument by interruptions from 
former Chairman Payne and by other 
Republicans. Mr. Payne denied vigorous. 
ly the Democratic charge that the Payne 
law had not fulfjied Repvblican prom- 
ises of tariff revision, and criticised Mr. 
Underwood’s statements that the coun- 
try’s revenue was declining eand the 
Treasury approaching a deficit. 

Mr. Underwood declared that the Amer- 
ican Woolen Company had dictated the 
action of the Republican Congress on the 

‘‘There is nobody in this country who 
does not know that the American Woolen 
Company to-day fixes the price,’’ said 
Mr. Undarwood; “ that it is a monopoly, 
and that that industry and that company 
dictated to a Republican house when they 
prohibited you from reducing the exorbi- 
tant rates under schedule in the last 
Conegress.”’ 

Referrirg to the present. tariff board, 
Mr. Underwood said that if that body 
“went on for ten years as it is* going 
at present we wouldn’t get enough infor- 
mation on the wool schedule to write a 
tariff bill.’’ 


LORIMER INQUIRY TO START. 


Senate’s Approval of Committee En- 
ables Work to Begin at Once. 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—By unanimous 
vote, the Senate to-day approved the ac- 
tion of the Committee on Privileges and 


Elections in naming a sub-committee of 
eight to conduct the new Lorimer inves- 
tigation. The sub-committee, which 
under the resolution ‘adopted really be- 
comes a separate committee, is clothed 
with wide authority and will begin its 
work immediately. 

Two amendments were made to the 
resolution, the principal one striking out 
the authorization to the committee to 
investigate whether Mr. Lorimer was 
‘‘now entitled to retain his seat. The 
provision was construed by Senator Cul- 
berson as liable to raise the question 
whether the investigation of the last ses- 
sion should not be regarded as a final 
adjudication. 7 

Another amendment describes the new 
committee as ‘‘ of the United States Sen- 
ate.’”’ This modification was made at 
the instance of Senator Reed of Mis- 
sour! to prevent the committee being con- 
sidered a sub-committee of the Commit- 
tee on Privileges and Elections, which 
would have the effect of circumscribing 
the new committee’s powers. 


DISPUTE OVER FRUIT RATES 


Roads Unable to Agree on Division of 
Receipts from Florida Business. 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—Failure orf the 
part of the Atlantic Coast Line and vari- 
ous other Southern railroads to comply 
with an order of the [nter-State Com- 
merce Commission fixing rates on citrus 
fruits and vegetables from Florida points 
to northern destinations resulted in a 
supplemental hearing to-day before Com- 
missioner Prouty. 

It was developed that the failure sub- 
stantially was due to the fact that the 
carriers participating in the through rates 
could not agree upon the division of them. 
This is the first time, under the new law, 
that the commission has been asked to 
arrange a division of a through rate, 

The case was brought to the commission 
by the Florida Fruit and Vegetable Ship- 
pers’ Protective Association of Jackson- 
ville, which demands a positive order that 
the reduced rates fixed by the commission 
shall go into effect. 


TAFT’S VACATION HOPES. 


Expects to Spend August in Beverly 
~to Prepare for Western Trip. 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—In declining an 
invitation to visit Astoria, Oregon, in 
August, President Taft to-day indicated 
to Representative Lafferty that he ex- 
pected to spend the entire month of 
August at Beverly. 

His vacation time at Beverly, he told 
Mr. Lafferty, would be limited by both 
the date on which Congress adjourns and 
the beginning of a Western trip in Sep- 
tember. He will spend as many weeks at 
Beverly as possible, getting in trim for 
his extensive journey West. 


MORE RECIPROCITY DELAY. 


Committee Adjourns Without Agree- 
ing on Report of Root Amendment. 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—The Senate Fi- 
nance Committee considered the Cana- 
dian Reciprocity bill in Executive session 
for four hours to-day and then adjourned 
until to-morrow without reaching a decis- 
ion as to a report or as to the Root or 
other amendments. 

Senator Lodge moved that the bill be 
reported favorably. Senator Heyburn 
moved that it be reported adversely. 

Secretary of State Knox, summoned to 
answer questions regarding the Root 
amendment to the paper and wood plup 
section, reiterated, it is understood, the 
contention of the Administration that 
amendments to the reciprocity measure 
would be fatal to it. 


SEEKS LIGHT ON JEW BIAS. 


Edwards for Inquiring Into Army and 
Navy Discrimination. 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—Resolutions 
demanding investigations in the Army and 


Navy, to determine whether Jews are 
discriminated against, were introduced in 
the House to-day by Representative Ed- 
wards of Georgia. They grow out of the 
recent publication of President Taft's cen- 
sure of Col. Garrard, who opposed the ele- 
vation of a Jew from the ranks. 

The resolutions would direct the Sec- 
retary of War and the Secretary of the 
Navy ‘to institute an immediate investi- 
gation to ascertain how far and what 
discriminations are operating against 
Jews "’ in the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, 
Naval Academy, Military Academy and 
all branches of the services. 


STIMSON TAKES ARMY RIDES. 


Visits Fort Myer and Engineers’ Camp 
with Gen. Wood. 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—Henry L 
Stimson, the new Secretary of War, is 
fast: acclimating himself to the atmos- 
phere of the army. Accompanied by 
Gen. Leonard Wood, Chief of Staff, he 
rode on horseback to-day from Fort 
Myer, Va., to the drill camp of the En- 
gineer Corps, eleven miles distant in the 
hills of Virginia, and back again.

Fallieres Signs Decree Ordering 
That Aube Wines Be Labelled 
‘“‘From the Second Zone.” 





RED FLAGS REAPPEARING 





Delegates from Vineyards Decide to 
Resist the Order to the End— 
Troops Hold Roads. 





PARIS, June 7.~—The champagne ques- 
tion, which led to serious rioting in the 
Departments of Marne and Aube in April, 
is likely to be revived, with all the usual 
disorders, as the result of a decree signed 
by President Falliéres to-day. ‘The decres 
ratified the plan promulgated by the 
Council of State for the solution of the 
much debated problem of which wines 
shall be designated ‘‘ champagne.”’ 

According to the plan, the whole cham- 
pagne regioy is divided into two zones, 
the first, comprising Marne, to designate 
its wines ‘‘Champagne’’; the second, 
the Department of Aube, styling its wines 
“Champagne from the Second Zone.” 
This scheme, while only partially satis- 
fying the people of Marne, has provoked 
violent opposition on the part of the peo- 
ple of Aube. At a meeting of delegates 
from the vineyards of Aube a resolution 
was adopted declaring that the plan would 
be resisted to the end. 

The whole Aube district is seething with 
discontent. Red flags are reappearing, but 
no serious disorders are reported so far. 
Large forces of troops hold all the roads 
leading to Bar-sur-Aube, the storm centre, 
where the fury of the wine growers 
reached its height in the recent troubles. 
Explicit orders have been issued for the 
sternest repression of any attempts at the 
destruciion of property. 


President Falliéres’s decree is likely to 
have a far-reaching political effect, ag it 
brings up the whole question of delimita- 
tion. There is a strong current of opin- 
ion opposed to the decree, quite apart 
from political considerations, because of 
the desire of the deputies from other 
regions of France, which are likely to 
come under the Delimination Act, to avoid 
the complications which so far have been 
the inevitable result of this measure. It 
is understood that a number of deputies 
will try to force a debate to-morrow with 
the object of obtaining a vote in favor 
of the suppression of the principle of de- 
limitation, similar to the vote in the 
Senate, which caused the recent storm in 
Marne.

ANOTHER WARNING TO FRANCE 


Germany Will Insist on Preservation 
of Morocco’s Integrity. 


BERLIN, June 7.—German apprehen- 
sions over the possibility of serious de- 
velopments in the Moroccan question have 
not been allayed by the progress of the 
French campaign. 

It is Understood that the German Gov- 
‘ernment has addressed a note to France 
again emphasizing the limitations of the 
Algeciras agreement and Germany’s in- 
sistence that the sovereignty and integrity 
of Morocco be respected.

York Prison Association, and an address 
by Howard Wines. 

That the National Conference of Char- 
ities and Correction should face a frank 
and full consideration of prison labor 
was the contention of the Committee on 
Law Breakers in the report of their com- 
mittee read by Mr. Lewis. 

“The segregation of the feeble-minded 
should occur in all correctional institu- 
tions,’”” he said, ‘‘ Dr. Henry H. Goddard 
of New Jersey estimates that 25 per cent. 
of all delinquents are mentally defective. 
The Committee on Law Breakers calls 
special attention to the right of the wives 
and children of the prisoners to share 
when possible in the fruits of the toil of 
the prisoners. Inability to accomplish 
less than this is a confession of State in- 
efficiency that should not be tolerated. 
The State having the right to protect it- 
self from crime by imprisoning has also 
the right to make work for the prisoner: 
First, to pay for his own maintenance, 
and, secondly, to contribute, so far as 
possible, to the maintenance of his fam- 
ily.’’ 


Farm colonies and special institutions 
for the treatment of inebriates were rec- 
ommended by the committee. 

Dr. Frederick Howard Wines, statisti- 
cian of the Board of Administration of 
State Institutions of Illinois, recommend- 
ed a complete revolution in the treatment 
of petty offenders. 

Dr. Wines characterized the averags 
county or municipal jail in this country 
as a school for crime, a cesspool of moral 
contagion, a propagating house of crim- 
inality, a feeder for the penitentiary, 4 
public nuisance and a disgrace of modern 
civilization. 

‘‘We have substantially won the fight 
for the reformatory State prison and the 
indeterminate sentence because we con- 
centrated our fire upon a vulnerable point 
and made every shot tell. In attacking 
the county jail system we have pursued 
the opposite policy. We have addressed 
our arguments and remonstrances to the 
county authorities, of whom there are in 
round numbers 2,500 sets, instead of to 
the legislative bodies, of which there are 
less than 50. We have pleaded for new 
jails, better jails, when we should have 
demanded their replacement by prisons 
owned and controlled by the State and 
their emancipation from local politica: 
control with its petty and selfish inter- 
ests.”

The grand stand when com- 
pleted will seat 25,000 people. 

The housesmiths. it was said yesterday, 
have notified the Snare & Triest Company, 
which has the general contract, that if 
the disputed work is taken from theni 
they will strike on every other contract 
of this firm in this and other citles. 

A good deal depends, it 1s said, on the 
carpenters, who had decided to. strike. 
Pressure will be brought on them tnis 
morning to allow the work to proceed. H. 
Jones, Secretary of the New York District 
Council of the Housesmiths’ Union, sai 
that the housesmiths heretofore have al- 
ways done work of the nature of that in 
dispute. Their wages and those of the 
metallic lathers are the same, $5 a day.

Hayden was appointed to the police force 
by Mayor Fagan in 1898.

WRECK KILLS FIVE: 
FOUR TRAINS CRASH 


Midnight Collision Near Fairfield 
Ties Up New Haven Road 
for Hours.

Of the wrecked freights one-was known 
as the silk train and had a freight which, 
it is said, was valued at $150,000. An- 
other freight had a large consignment of 
copper aboard. The financial loss is es- 
timated at $250,000. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., June 7.—Falilure 
of an engineer to observe a signal is dee 
by the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad officials as the cause of 
the terrific freight smash-up during the 
night at Fairfield. 

In a statement issued the following is 
given: 

Extra 888, running east on track No. 2— 
the inside eastbound track—stopped to fix 
a hot box. Engineer of freight train from 
Harlem River to Horyoke and Midway, 
known as Y. 2, also running east on 
the inside eastbound track, failed to ob- 
serve the Fairfield signal, which was 
against him, and ran into the rear of 
freight train, blocking the two westbound 
tracks. The two westbound freights, run- 
ning one on each westbound track, ran 
into the wreckage. 

Based on the present information at hand, 
the man responsible for starting the wreck 
was killed. In addition, the fireman and 
brakemen on this train were also killed, and 
the engineer on one of the westbound 
freights that ran into the wreckage was 
killed. 

As it was a dark night very little work 
could be done to clear the wreckage until 
after daylight, and then the main effort 
was to lay a track ro tet through the New 
York trains, which had been stalled since 
early morning, and to get the westbound 
trains through with mails. A temporary 
track in the forenoon gave relief, and 
wrecking crews drawn from évery direc- 
tion began work.

SEVERITY TO BE THE RULE. 


Judge Foster Says Commercial Crim- 
Inals Need Not Expect Clemency. 


Judge Warren W. Foster, in General 
Sessions, yesterday declared that here- 
after no persons convicted of commercial 
crimes need expect a suspended sentence. 

Judge Foster made this remark after he 
had sentenced Mano Friedman, formerly 
manager of the Northern Beef Com- 
pany, and who was recently convicted of 
grand larceny on the complaint of George 
Hotchkiss & Co., commission merchants, 
from whom he purchased a quantity of 
meat, giving in return a worthless check 
for $652.54 on the Northern Bank.

Until the publie is 
educated to know that probation is a form 
of punishment and not of freedom, there 
will be no suspended sentences in these

THE MAYOR OFFERS 
REMEDY FOR TRUSTS 





Just Repeal Laws, He Says, Per- 
mitting a Corporation to Own 
Other Corporation Stocks. 





THIS FOR STATES TO DO 





Address Before the Cottonseed Men 
at the Astor—He Finds Humbug In 
Anti-Trust Law of New York. 





Mayor Gaynor, appearing at the Hotel 
Astor yesterday morning to welcome 700 
or more Southern delegates to the fif- 
teenth annual convention of the Inter-State 
Cottonseed Crushers’ Association, told 
them there was a very simple way to 
abolish trusts in this country. This was 
for the States to repeal the laws permit- 
ting corporations to be formed to own the 
stock of any number of other corpora- 
tions. 

Hic said this State had been guilty of a 
plain piece of humbug. It had passed In 
the same year one law enabling one cor- 
poration to own any number of other cor- 
porations, thereby forming itself into a 
trust, and another ‘‘ most stronsly worded 
anti-trust law.’’ 

‘* Did you ever hear of two such iIncon- 
sistent things?’’ he asked. ‘‘ We passed 
a law denouncing trusts, and at the very 
same session of the Legislature passed a 
law by which one corporation could own 


tions and thereby legally form a trust.’’ 

The Mayor said he didn’t believe such a 
thing could have been done in the South 
because Southern men would have 


“shoved their foot through such non- 
sense.’’ 

The Mayor also told the Southerners 
that they should send their business men 
to Congress, and to the Senate, too, if 
they could. He said that Judges and law- 
yers were all right in their places, but 
that they didn’t know everything. He 
had been both a lawyer and a Judge, and 
therefore knew that they didn’t. 


New York Not so Bad. 


The visitors were told to look about 
them while here and see for themselves 
that New York wasn’t the crime-filled 
place “‘some of our newspapers, which 


love to defile the city,” say it is. He 
asked them to compare the city with their 
home cities, and see whether New York 
was very much worse than where they 
came from. He repeated that the crime 
wave had been in the heads of some of 
the newspaper editors and nowhere else. 
The speech was by far the longest, and 
considered by many present the most im- 
portant, the Mayor has delivered since the 
attempt on his life nearly a year ago. He 
was frequently applauded. 

‘‘ We have here in this city 100,000 votes 

from the South, of men who have settled 
here since the civil war,’’ said he, further 
along. ‘‘ Let me tell you that that 100,000 
votes is the best vote that we have here 
in the city of New York. They bring up 
here the pure political sentiments of the 
South, and they vote here right every 
time. They know how to vote to put the 
rascals out when necessary, and they 
know how to vote to bring competent and 
good government in all the time. 
‘‘T am told that this organization of 
the Inter-State Cottonseed Crushers’ As- 
sociation is made up of nearly 900 plants 
and business concerns, principally corpo- 
rations. One thing is very manifest, this 
industry is not In the control of any trust 
—if it was there would not be any such 
convention as this to talk it over and 
consider it. (Applause.) Instead of that, 
we would have had two or three people 
coming up here to New York and sitting 
in an office down in Wall Street some- 
where to tell how to do the thing. 

‘‘ Now business combinations are not an 
evil; they never were an evil; corporations 
are not an evil, but we all recognize that 
when one man or when one small concern 

ets the absolute control of one great in- 
Soateer that they can do just pretty much 
what they like in that industry as to price 
to the producer on the one aide, and to 
the consumer on the other. 


Discusses the Trust Evil. 


“'There is a point at which competition 
is not a benefit to the community—that 
is now an economic principle well known; 
when it gets beyond a certain point it 


may do harm, in place of doing good; 
but this general healthy competition is 
what we want. We spend a great deal of 
time here in New York denouncing trusts 
—I don’t know how that is in the South. 
There is a good deal of very ridiculous 
talk on the subject—I am bound to say 
that. Of course, there are some trusts 
that are doing evil, but every combination 
of business is not a trust. A trust is a 
combination of all the corporations and 
individuals who control a certain indus- 
try under one management—that is what 
a trust is. Now, it has been decided over 
and over again in this country that cor- 
porations can not form copartnerships 
together; they can not combine together; 
that is the common law of the land. 

“Individuals can combine as partners, 
but corporations which the State creates 
can not combine as copartners; each one 
must stand alone. Now, how did they 
get over that? Why, some of the States 
got over that, New York and New Jer- 
sey leading, by passing laws enabling a 
corporation to be formed to own the stock 
of any number of other corporations, 
and in that way that one holding com- 
pany that owns the stock of thirty-three 
other companies or thirteen, whichever it 
is, manages all these corporations as a 
unit. That makes a trust. 

‘**Now, if we do not want that sort of 
thing, all we can do is just to repeal that 
sort of law; that is all. It is just as 
plain as anything can be. But we pass 
laws like that to allow one corporation 
to Dwn the stock of any number of cor- 
porations, and thereby you can form your 
Sugar Trust, your Oil Trust, your Wire 
Fence Trust, or any other trust. 


Thie Greatness of Commerce. 


** Now, this industry that you represent 
is new in the country. A few years ago 
this cottonseed was not a commercial ar- 
ticle at all; it was something like the 


chaff that comes out of the fanning mill— 
it blew away in the wind or went to 
waste. Now, it is a eat commercial 
article, in which I understand there is 
maybe one billion dollars of capital in- 
vested. You make oil out of it for lu- 
oe purposes, for food substances 
—quite likely you send some of it over tro 
Italy and it comes back Italian olive oil. 

‘**Commerce has always been the marvel 
of the world; it has been the eat en- 
lightener of the world; it has en the 
leader of the world. Letters and science 
never went*anywhere except in the wake 
of commerce, since the world began. 
Wherever the caravan moves across the 
desert you find letters and religion and 
science following in its wake and spread- 
ing all over the world in that way. That 
is commerce, and this that you are doing 
with this little seed illustrates modern 
commerce. Commerce now has to do with 
many other things that, a few years ago, 
were waste, but which are now utilized for 
the benefit of mankind; and yet we have 
people who are alwayg scolding about 
the business men putting their fingers in 
politics and having laws passed for the 
protection of business and so on. But I 
would like to ask here to-day who except 
the business men or more than the busi- 
ness men should control the politics of this 
country? They have every reason to 
have the controlling voice in the gov- 
ernment and politics of the country, be- 
cause they are the ones who make the 
country great. So, look to the politics of 
the communities from which you come; 
send your business men up to Congress; 
put em in the Senate, if you can—if 
you can. We need some of them there 
mighty badly. 

“I welcome you here especially because 
it is a good omen and a good sign of the 
times to see sO many business men in 
one line of business meet up here tn the 
North to consult over their affairs and 
teach us that business can be carried on 
without being centred in a few hands 
after all.’ 


President Taylor for Tariff Board. ~

‘“*seem to have the idea that the estab- 
jishment of a National Tariff Commis- 
sion is a scheme ‘ how not to do it,’ as 
one of them expressed it to me, but 1 
can state without hesitation that the Na- 
tional Tariff Commission Associati is 
just as anxious as any Democrat to ¥e- 
vise the tariff properly, and their whole 
idea is patriotic and just to ail parties.” 

Other speakers at the opening session 
were Chief Chemist H. W. Wiley. of 
Washingtoh, Henry R, Towne, President 
of the Manufacturers’ Association; EK. &. 
Dallis of Atlanta, and B. R. Knapp otf 
the Department of Agriculture, Washing- 


ton,

deadly poison to hogs unless fed In fixed 
proportions with other feed, a_ thing 
which the association’s chemists stoutly 
deny., But Dr. Wiley was their guest, 
theywremarked afterward, and they would 
not enter into a discussion with him.

No afternoon £es- 
sion was held. The “ Trust Law” and 
other topics of interest to the association

WASHINGTON, June 7.—In his speech 
to the National Cotton Seed Crushers’ 
Association in New York to-morrow night, 
President Taft intends to outline the ef- 
fect that reciprocity with Canada would 
have upon the cotton industry and upon 
the South generally. He will make the 
address at the request of several South- 
ern Senators, and it may prove an ampli- 
fication of the speech he made at Chicago 
last Saturday.

Mayor Writes Citizen He Has It, but 
Should Be Sure He Is Right. 


Miner. H. Paddock, Jr., of 819 Broad- 
way, wrote to Mayor Gaynor recently 
asking to be made a special police officer | 
so that he might ‘‘ take care’”’ of certain 
individuals who annoyed him by rowdy- 
ism, by spitting on the bridge platforms 
and walks, and in other ways. The 
Mayor replied yesterday in the following 
letter: 








Office of the Mayor. 
June 7, 1911. 

Dear Bir: Your letter of June 7 is at 
hand. You ask if you could be appointed a 
police officer to serve without pay, for the 
reason that you see ‘‘so many violations of 
the law, spitting on the —— 
and walks, rowdyism in many ys, &0., 
that you would like to have authority to 
arrest the culprits. 

My dear Sir, let me tell you that every 
citizen has full legal right to arrest any 
one whem he sees committing any criminal 
offense, big or little, The law of England 
and of this country has been very careful 
to confer no more right In that — upon 
policemen and Constables than it conters 
on every citizen. 

You have the same right to make an ar- 
rest for an offense committed in your pres- 
enee that any policeman has. But we 
cannot all be bothering with making arrests, 
s0 we employ a certain number of our fei- 
low-citizens for that purpose, and put blue 
clothes and brass buttons on them; but their 
clothes and their buttons add nothing what- 
ever in their right to make arrests. They 
still have only the same right which the law 

ives to all of us, 

Be so good as to look at Section 183 of the 
Code of Criminal Procedure and be con- 
vinced of your powers, and then sail right 
in.as hard and as fast as you want to, be- 
ing careful only to arrest guilty persons, for 
otherwise your victims will turn around and 
sue you for damages for false arrest—and 
get them, too. ag ae have to take the 
3 risk.

DENIED BY BOUTELL FAMILY 


Young Man Who Attempted Sulcide 
In Y. M. C. A. Called an Impostor. 


The young man. who says he Is Leonard 
J. Boutell and who after trying to com- 
mit suicide in the West Side Y. M. C, A. 
building Tuesday night told the police 


that he was a son of ex-Congressman 
Henry Sherman Boutell of Illinois, now 


Minister to Switzerland, was committed 
to Bellevue Hospital for observation yes- 
terday. Relatives of Minister Boutell say 
that the would-be suicide is an impostor, 
that he has caused the Boutell family a 
lot of trouble recently by representing 


himself as one of the and that, after 
posing as a son of the ex-Congressinan in 
New Orleans, he tried to commit suicide 
there several weeks ago. 

Boutell was arraigned before Magistrate 
Freschi in the West Side Court. e told 
the Magistrate that he had been disin- 
herited by his father three years o after 
marrying in Chicago against his family’s 
wishes. He said, too, that he was driven 
to attempt suicide berause his wife had 
deserted him and their two babies. 

In the courtroom was J. Frank Aldrich, 
a real estate dealer, at 500 Fifth Avenue, 
who is a friend of ex-Congressman Bou- 
tell. He offered to cable Mr. Boutell in 
the young man’s behalf. But the prisoner 
requested that Mr. Aldrich refrain from 
doing so. After holding Boutell in $1,000 
bail for a further hearing and committing 
him to Bellevue Magistrate F'reschi asked 
Mr. Aldrich to make some inquiries. Mr. 
Aldrich forthwith telegraphed to Roger 
Sherman Boutell, a son of the ex-Con- 
gressman, in Washington. 

‘‘Brom him I learned that the young 
man has been causing annoyance to 
the ex-Congressman’s family for quite 
awhile,’’ said Mr. Aldrich “He says 
that the young man its an impostor.” 

The prisoner was visited in Bellevue by 
the Rev. Father Wade, who said he had 
known young Boutell about three years, 
having met him in this city.. He said, 
however, that he 4id not know anything 
about young Boutell’s family. 

Boutell admitted yesterday that he had 
been drinking heavily on Tuesday night. 
He said he wanted to get back to New 
Orleans and that he would never try to 
take his own life again, if the police would 
let him go.

the way through it, At times it poured, 
at other times it merely drizzled, but all 
who attended the parade, and they were 
a great many, will testify that it rained.

Most of those who came were 
armed with umbrellas. 

Of course the men who marched could 
not carry umbrellas, and they were 
thoroughly drenched. Nevertheless they 
marched with ag much spirit as if it 
were the sunniest day in the record of 
the New York calendar.

William Robbins, General Superintend- 
ent of the street cleaning force, in an au- 
tomobile, immediately followed Traffic 
Squad C, which led the procession, and 
then the street cleaning forces of the 
Bronx marched by. These were followed 
by the Brooklyn men<and finally by the 
Manhattan forees. The divisions were an- 
nounced on placards which were posted 
opposite the grandstand. 

First in each division were double rows 
of men in white, commanded by a Ser- 
geant, and then came three or four rows 
of garbage chariots, which, with their 
bright pink bodies, blazoned with their 
numbers, their red wheels, and their 
fine horses, presented a very good appear- 
ance. The driver stood inside his car, ex- 
actly like a Roman charioteer. 

There were 4,000 men in line, about a 
thousand horses, and twenty-one bands. 
All the brigades were precisely similar, 
except in size, but there were occasional 
incidents to mark the progress of the 
parade.

is prohibited; that no operator or tailor be 
allowed more than one helper; that overtime 
contracts be prohibited except with fore- 
men, designers, and pattern graders; that 
the price list be conspicuously displayed, 
and all prices adjusted by a joint commit- 
tee, selected by the shop employes, the out- 
side contractors, and a representative of the 
firm.

Have a Battle on the Roseric and 
Arrest Three Chinese for 
Smuggling. 








KNIVES AND PISTOLS IN FIGHT. 





Sleeping Chinamen Routed Out and 
Inspectors Find Tins of Opium 
Under Their Berths. 





Revolvers ard knives were used in a 
battle on the British freighter Roseric 
between a raiding squad of customs in- 
spectors and the Chinese crew. The fight 
ended in the route of the crew and the 
capture of three prisoners and about $1,006 
worth of opium. The Chinamen were 
taken before United States Commissioner

In what proved to be a very interesting 
report of the proceedings of the Interna- 
tional Olympic Committee at the recent 
meeting held in Budapest, Prof. William 
M. Sloane, the American member, has 
written James E. Sullivan, Secretary of 
the American committee that several im- 
portant decisions, favorable to United 
States athletes, were made. 

Prof. Sloane, who with Allison V. Ar- 
mour were the American representatives 
of the cungress, revorted that the most 
amicable conditions prevailed at the ses- 
sion. That Baron de Coubertin, the Eng- 
lish, and all other members of the Inter- 
national Committee, thirty in all, worked 
together in utmost harmony. 

In his report to Secretary Sullivan Prof. 


will be received in this country early in 
July. The congress insisted that all par- 
ticipants of every country should be 
either native born or naturalized. That 
is, such persons as could secure passport 
from the Fcreign Office or State Depart.

The International Olympic Committee 
passed a resolution requesting the Na- 
tional Olympic Committees to interest 
themselves in the international sports in 
San Francisco in 1015, and pledge them- 
selves to offer a medal for the Pentathion 
if it be desired by the Panama-Pacific 
iEixposition authorities, but the games 
there cannot be called the Olympic Games, 
although the medal for the Pentathion 
can be announced as offered by the Ine 
ternaticnal Olympic Committee.

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INCOME TAX PROCEDURE. 

Representative Roprnson of Arkan- 
sas has put the Governor of Arkansas 
in his place on the income tax question. 
It appears that Gov. DONAGHEY pre- 
sumed to veto the ratification of the 
income tax, although it did not require 
his signature, and therefore ought to 
have been regarded as exempt from his 


pernicious activities. The Constitution 


provides that Congress shall proposes 


amendments to the Constitution, and 
that the Legislatures shall ratify them. 
There is no provision for Executive ac- 
tion tn either States or Nation. This 
particular amendment resulted from ac- 
tion by the President, but. action by 
the President such as was taken by the 
Governor of Arkansas would be Impos- 
gible, and if taken by him would expose 
him to such action as that taken by 
the Representative from Arkansas. He 
introduced a resolution declaring that 
the amendment was ratified, the veto 
notwithstanding, and he summoned the 
Governor by telegraph to withdraw his 
unwarranted attempt to control the ac- 
tion of the Legislature. It would seem 
that there might be an excess of activ- 
ity in support of the amendment as 
well as in opposition to it. This would 
not apply to such discussion of it as 
was contained {tn Gov. HUGHES’s mes- 
sage, and Gov. Drx has that precedent 
in his favor for similar action. But 
Gov. Dix far surpassed Gov. HUGHES'S 
activity. He has gone so far as to 
threaten to summon the Legislature in 
special session if it disregards his in- 
structions as to how it shall act in the 
present session. 

There are many reasons why the Gov- 
ernor is open to criticism in thus pro- 
ceeding. Constitutional amendments 
ought not to be matters of partisanship, 
and this one was not in ,Congress, nor 
in this State until the Governor sought

The liquors are made to resemble a

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it, of crude wood alcohol. Of course 
the mixture {fs intensely poisonous. The 
chemist who submitted it to analysis 
declared that the drinker who should 
take but a glass of it a day before his 
dinner ‘‘ would go blind within six 
months.” 

This is worse than counterfeiting bills 
or coins. The statutory punishment for 
counterfeiting goods is not yet made 
severe, nor is the work of prosecuting 
such cases done with that thoroughness 
which characterizes the Federal Secret 
Service in hunting down the forgers of 
bill engravings and of official designs 
for stamping the precious metals. But 
the term “ counterfeit” has been ex- 
tended accurately to describe this class 
of crimes.

So far as the larger public life Is 
concerned, the last half-century of 
science, a truly marvelous period, has 
made absolutely=no impression on 
the thinking habit. It has destroyed 
many prepossessions and not a few 
beliefs, but it has not taught mankind 
to think. Our age is less reflective by 
far than was the eighteenth century 
or the first half of the nineteenth. 
Men are now so busy hunting for 
something new that they have no time 
to inquire what the word new means. 

It is odd that we should have fallen 
so largely into this mood within a 
short generation after the doctrine of 
evolution had taken firm hold of the 
minds of cultivated men. If there is 
any one thing which that doctrine 
teaches more clearly and more insist- 
ently than another, it is that all true 
development and progress are out of 
and becauSe of what has gone before, 
and that they are to preserve, not to 
destroy, those structures, habits, tend- 
encies, and accomplishments which 
have shown themselves physically or 
morally fit; that is, suitable or 
worthy. * a 

Whatever else this agé may be, it 
certainly is the age of the crowd and 
of the demagogue. The crowd with 
its well-marked mental and moral pe- 
culiarities is everywhere in evidence: 
and demagogues political, demagogues 
literary, and demagogues religious din 
our ears With hungry cries. A torrent 
of talk is abroad in the land. The 
crowd just now, the world over, sways 
from right to left in policy, in belief, 
and in action, and cries out with wild 
enthusiasm to-day for the demagogue 
—political, literary, or religious—that 
it tramples under foot to-morrow. The 
art of being a demagogue appears to 
‘be easy and quick to learn, and the 
rewards of the successful practice of 
the art have strange fascination for 
minds and characters that one would 
like to think in all respects worthy. 
But we are under no obligation elther 
to run with the crowd or to follow 
every demagogue. 


The crowd has a natural tendency 
to follow the demagogue. It is inclined 
to be assenting rather than critical to- 
ward his ideas. We see this in the tre- 
mendous vogue of those exceedingly 
popular nostrums, the initiative and 
are asked to set aside 
or very largely to modify our represent- 
ative system and to revert to the meth- 
ods of pure democracy, possible of 
application only in small communities, 
We are asked by the adoption of the 
recall, applicable to all elected officers, 
to make judicial tenure of office subject 
to mob caprice. The people are being 
taught to believe that pretty much all 
wealth is culpable, and small trades- 
men who have for years cheated their 
customers by false weights or by the 
sale of adulterated commodities roar 
Out their applause of some barrel-head 
orator who denounces the predatory 
rich and the soulless corporations.

There is a very great probability that 


our next struggle will be in resistance to 
a multitude of attempts to amend the 
Constitution. Popular leaders declare 
that it {is an outworn instrument, that 
it is not adapted to the conditions of 
modern political. society, and that it 
must be changed. The changes likely 
to be demanded, and most to be feared, 
are amendments that would sweep 
away the guarantees of the Constitu- 
tion. There is an outcry whenever a 
Federal court suspends the operation 
of a statute that violates the Constitu- 
tion, which is the same thing as saying 
that a part of the people, a few of the 
people in any State, ought to be allowed 
to ignore and set aside the fundamental 
law which all the people have estab- 
lished. 

It is not by thinking, it is by a sort 
of cerebral ferment, that most of these 
ideas are evolved. They do not strike 
their roots in political experience, they 
promise no remedy for any evil not 
better and more easily cured by stand- 
ard applications. But the crowd ac- 
claims them, and men who ought to 
know better, and do know better, too 
often adopt the ideas of the demagogues | 
simply because the crowd approves | 
them. Political ambition leads men into 
the temptation to throw overboard 
their own enlightened beliefs and to 
take on a cargo of these raw products 
of thoughtless minds. In the hope of 
political success they betray their bet- 
ter selves. President BuTLER has done 
well to send out his graduating class 
with this admonition against the wiles 
of the quacks.

The subway report of the McAneny 
Committee will not be submitted to the 
Board of Estimate to-day, ‘as was ali- 
nounced following the conference between 
the committee and the Public Service 
Commission at the Bar Association last 
Monday night. Instead, Mr. McAneny 
will present a resolution asking for per- 
mission for his committee to make the 
report public ‘‘ when ready,” which he 
now believes will be some time late Fri- 
day, for publication in Saturday morn- 
ing’s newspapers. 

The Chairman of the Board of Estt- 
mate Committee came downtown yester- 
day from his house, where he had been 
working on the report, about lunch time 
and, after seeing Mayor Gaynor, had

special meeting of the Board of Estl- 
mate for Friday to receive the subway re- 
port.

His Ministry Notable for Removal of 
Boulanger as Minister of War, 


PARIS, June 7.—Senator Maurice Rou- 
vier, twice Premier of France, died sud- 
deniy to-day at his home in Neuilly-sur- 
Seine, a suburb of Paris, of pulmonary 
congestion. 























M. Rouvier was born at 
He became known early as an enemy of 
the empire. He was elected a member of 
the National Assembly in 1871, and in 1881 
he was appointed Minister of Commerce 
in the Gambetta Cabinet. In 1887 he be- 
came Premier, taking also the portfolio of 
Finance. 

His Ministry lasted only six months, but 
it was notable for the removal of Gen. 
Boulanger from the office of Minister of 
War. Boulanger was then at the height 
of his popularity, and M. Rouvier's action 
was regarded as a courageous one. 

M. Rouvier held the Finance portfolio in 
1889, 1890, 1892, and from 1902 until 1905, 
when he was again made Prime Mintster. 
He resigned from that office in March, 
1906, upon being defeated in the Chamber 
of Deputies on a minor debate over 
Church disorders.

After Quiet Trading Early 
in the Day. 





IRON OUTPUT AND PRICES 








| Monthly Production Figures from Now 
| On Will Have Special Significance 
| —Denver Dividend Action To-day. 





Shortly before the close of yesterday's 
Stock Exchange session a general for 
ward mevement in prices carried many 
of the active stocks to a level a point or 
/more above the previous day’s close. De- 





\Spite the activity attending this clos- 


ing movement the dealings were only 
slightly larger than those of the previous 
day, the early trading heaving been about 
as perfunctory as those of Tuesday, ex- 
cept, however, that throughout the ses- 
sion the tone was somewhat firmer than 
on that day. One of the interesting con- 
tributions of the day to the information 
bearing on the general business situation 
was the record of iron production for the 
past month. As had been anticipated, the 
output In May showed a considerable con- 
traction compared with the previous 
month, the dally rate of production fall- 
ing to the lowest figure reported since 
last January. Particular interest at- 
taches to the record at this time for the 
reason that the May figures of fron pro- 
duction this year will supply the basis 
for future comparisons designed to de- 
termine the influence upon steel trade ac- 
tivity exerted by the price changes re- 
cently announced. It is an interesting 
fact that on the occasion of the two 
previous general price revisions in the 
Steel trade the cut in prices came after 
some recovery had already been shown 
from a previous low level, as measured

by the monthly iron figures, In the pres- 
ent instance the country’s fron output, 
‘which had declined from 2,093,000 tons 
in October to 1,759,000 tons in January, 
had recovered in March and April to 
above 2,000,000 tons. It was only after 
this improvement in production that a 


‘cut in prices was forced by the action of 


independent manufacturers. The existing 
price situation will give special signifi- 
cance to the monthly iron production 
figures from this time on. 

Action is expected to be taken to-day 
on the dividend on the preferred stock 
of the Denver & Rio Grhnde Railway, 
whose position has special interest at 
this time because of the recent Missouri 
Pacific financing and on account of the 
relations of the Denver road to the 
Western Pacific. For the ten months 
ended April 30 the Denver earned $498,- 
000, less surplus than during the cor- 
responding period of the previous year, 
which is a greater sum than the final 
surplus reported for the full year 1910 
after all reductions from income were 
made. Charges are heavier this year, and 
the expectation is that the showing for 
the full year may fall short of the 5 
per cent. dividend on the preferred 
stock. The question is presented for 
the judgement of the Directors whether 
the wiser course is to draw upon sur- 
plus to a sufficient extent to make up 
for the expected deficiency in this year’s 
earnings, or to curtail distributions on the 
preferred stock. An important element in 
the situation is the showing being made 
by the Western Pacific, and that is a 
matter which the public has so far no 
means of judging, for the reason that 
that road has not yet begun the publica- 
tion of monthly reports. Taking the Den- 
ver’s record for the ten months, it appears 
that the gross earnings were almost up 
to those of the ones eriod of 
1910, while expenses and taxes showed an 
increase of only a little over $100,000, 
despite the inclusion in expenses off $400,- 
000 for depreciation under the rules of 
accounting prescribed by the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission, no such charges 
having been included in the expenses of 
the previous year. The road’s total in- 
come for the ten months was within 
$9,000 of the income earned for the same 
period of the previous years. The re- 
duction surplus reported for the ten 
months is due almost entirely to in- 
creased charges. It must be recognized, 
however, that the figures at present pub- 
licly available supply only part of the 
necessary record, for the obligations as- 
sumed by the Denver in relation to the 
Western Pacific, and the position of the 
latter property itself are both factors 
which bear on the policy which the Den- 
ver should adopt in reference to its 
preferred stock dividend.

Inquiries made yesterday, however, in- 
dicated that although the four-cent rate 
had been in effect practically but one 
month, it had materially increased traffic 
at this port. While more than one fac- 
tor may enter into the situation, it was 
agreed by railroad men themselves that 
the best index of the effect of the rates 
of ocean carriers. It 
was found that two steamship lines, one 
running to England and the other to the 
Continent, had more than tripled the ton- 
nage carried in May over the same month 
last year. The combined figures were 
6,163 gross tons for May, 1910, and 18,656 
for May, 1911 

It was pointed out that while the Cana- 
dian routes can undercut the lowered 
rate, New York has some advantages over 
Montreal which operate to hold the bal- 
ance more nearly even. One great in- 
fluence is the fact that grain may be 
shipped into New York and stored with- 
out deciding in advance whether it shall 
be exported or not. If the local market 
warrants the difference charged on grain 
for domestic consumption as against ex- 
port tonnage, it can be disposed of here. 
If the advantage is the other way, it can 
be exported, and the difference in rates 
pocketed. This is because of the fact 
that there are mills in New York, while 
there are none in Montreal. So that even 
though the Canadian rate remaing-lower 
than ours, the difference is reduced to a 
point where other factors such as this 
come into play. 

‘*T believe we are going to get a good 
share of the business,’’ said a railroad 
officials yesterday, ‘‘as a result of the 
reduction to 4 cents, which applies to 
both wheat and corn. When it first went 
into effect there was a considerable in- 
crease in tonnage, despite the fact that 
much grain had been booked for Mon- 
treal some time itn advance and it ‘was 
too late for us to get it away. In the 
last two or three weeks dullness has set 
in again, but this has been due to the 
manipulation of the market in Chicago, 
which hag made it necessary to hold 
wheat back for May delivery. Now that 
the May deal is closed out, I expect much 
of this grain to come forward.

RAIN MARS THE EXERCISES 





Gov. Baldwin of Connecticut, Bishops 
Burch and Lawrence and Eight Oth- 
ers Receive Honorary Degrees. 





Columbia University celebrated yester- 
day its 157th annual commencement exer- 
cises. The “graduating class numbered 
1,461, being the largest in its history. 
The weather did much to mar the occa- 
sion, but it was unable to dampen the en- 
thusiasin of alumni and visitors, nor did 
it appreciably interfere with the pro- 
gramme. A great crowd was on hand ear- 
ly waiting for the doors of the gymnasium 
to be opened. Tickets were precious, and 
difficult to obtain, but holders were not 
assured of admittance to the auditorium, 
for more had been issued than the hall 
could accommodate. 

Many, therefore, were forced to con- 
tent theinselves with lining the campus 
walks to see the academic procession. 
Following the Columbia graduates came 
the Barnard girls, who always attract 
much attention. Bringing up the rear of 
the procession were members of the Fac- 
ulty. President Nicholas Murray Butler, 
in his crimson Oxford gown, walked with 
Seth Low ana A. Barton Hepburn. 

After Chavdlain Knox had opened the 
exercises with a prayer, Président Butler 
delivered his annual address to the grad- 
uates. He said: 

Warns Against Demagogues. 

“Whatever else this age may be, It 
certainly is the ege of the crowd and of 
the demagogue. The crowd just now, the 
vorld over, sways frcm right to left in 
policy, in belief, and in action, and cries 
out with wild enthusiasm to-day for the 
demagogue—political, literary or re- 
ligious—that it tramples under foot to- 
morrow, 

“The art of being a demagogue appears 
lo be easy and quick to learn, and the 
rewards of the successful practice of the 
art have strange fascination f1 
and characters that one would like to 
think in all respects worthy. 

‘“*To the man who does not think 
who eannot think, the most 
proposal, if only it bear the 
gressive, attracts as though 
ekenuine advance. It is, of course, not 
easy to think. Verv few human ‘beings 
have formed the habit of persistent think- 
ing in regard to those matters which press 
upon their attention and which solicit 
their interest and their help. Most of us 
are dominated by the newspaper head- 
line, and the men who write these head- 
lines are the real makers of ~current 
history. 

“tlm order to think and to form the 
habit of thinking, one must have a point 
of departure. That point of departure 
mav safely be taken in deep-rooted re- 
spect for what has been, for what has 
lasted. for what has charmed and de- 
lighted generation after generation anG 
eentury after century. No one can intel- 
ligentiv face forward who has never 
looked intelligently back. 

“The true and most useful type of con- 
Fervative is one who, as was said of King 
Alfred, bases his character upon old facts, 
but who accepts new facts as a reason for 
thines. Change through conviction is real 
intellectual progress. The typical self- 
styled progressive of to-day appears to 
believe that any leap in the dark is bet- 
ter than standing st'li. So he invents 
novelties in politics, in literature, and in 
religion, and plavs with them in full view 
of a delighted and admiring public. 

“Tf those who got out from’*the univer- 
sities are not proof against irrationalism, 
what hope is there for the less fortunate 
and the Jess advantaged? ’”’

Alexander MacLachlan, President of the 
International College of Smyrna, Turkey, 
and Dr. James D. Steele, pastor of the 
First Presbyterian Church of Passaic, 
N. J., were similarly honored. Honorary 
degrees were conferred also on Robert 
Underwood Johnson, e@itor of the Cent- 
ury Magazine, who was made a Doctor 
of Letters; Palmer C. Ricketts, President 
of Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute, Doc- 
tor of Laws, and William C. Carl, com- 
poser, Doctor of Music. ; 

The exercises of the University College 


and School of Applied Science were held 
in the morning, and those of the Schools 
of Law, Medicine, Commerce, Pedagogy, 
Veterinary Surgery, and graduate work 
in the afternoon. At the morning exer- 
cises Andrew I. Ten Eyck of Selkirk, N. 
Y., delivered the valedictorian oration, 
speaking on ‘‘ The Making of a Life.’ 
Ten Eyck is a student in the College of 
Arts and Pure Science, and won the $100 
George Augustus Sandham Prize for best 
work in oratory in the college. The salu- 
tatory oration wus delivered by Frederick 
L. Kopff, his subject being ‘‘ Public Life 
and the Duty of the College Man.’ 

Franklin F. Russell, son of Chief Jus- 
tice Isaac F. Russell of the New York 
Supreme Court, who won a Rhodes Schol- 
arship, recited the classical oration. His 
subject was ‘‘The Newer Classicism.”’ 
The scientific oration, entitled ‘‘ Efficien- 
cv and College cbserpian sl was by Theo- 
dore E. Vittfort. 

Uncomplimentary things about New 
York’s attitude toward literature in gen- 
eral and poetry in particular were said 
by Dr. Robert Underwood Johnson, editor 
of Century Magazine. In an address on 

‘Poetry and Modern Life’’ he deplored 
New York's growing indifference to cult- 
ure. He said: 

‘It was formerly more fashionable in 
New York than it now is to make sport 
of Boston culture. Perhaps this persiflage 
was due to New York’s former sense of 
inferiority, accompanied by an envy very 
complimentary to Boston; perhaps the 
materialism of New York has evolved a 
skyscraper self-sufficiency which makes 
the game no longer worth the electricity; 
and then, perhaps, it is merely New 
York’ sS growing indifference to culture. 

‘Probably nowhere in this country is 
there more genuine appreciation of pure 
poetry than in Boston and nowhere less 
than in New York. And although here, 
as elsewhere, the general level of intelli- 
gence has risen, it is outside our metro- 
politan boundaries that one must look 
for a broad and liberal recognition of the 
fine arts—of which poetry is one of the 
finest. 

‘Hundreds of men of large means sit 
in their luxurious New York libraries, 
and, like Grandcourt, abstain from lit- 
erature, while Boston and Washington 
and the West are fairly feeding upon 
books, and giving Manhattan  good- 
natured scorn tor scorn. Save ina few 
eddies, there is little real literary appre- 
ciation in what in a large sense, not a 
horse-show scnse, may be eallled New 
York society. We have been swamped 
ey i imported provincialism of the new- 
y rich. 
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As a publishing centre New York is 
vastly important; as a literary centre it 
is ridiculous. The humorists were ac- 
customed to say of the Boston mother 
that she pressed her darling infant to 
her brain, and cited the prayer of the 
Beacon Street lady: ‘O Lord, we be- 
seech Thee that we may not palpitate with 
the wrong emotion.’ 

‘The traditions of a great intellectual 
past make Boston a city in which a poet 
may still walk unashamed and count upon 
as much honor and appreciation as he 
deserves. Comparisons, it is said, are 
odious. This one is intended to be.”
